A corresponding reduction in the wages paid to civilian employees resulted as 


HE New York General Intermedi- 

/ ate Depot represents a number of 

activities located in various parts 

of the city and the adjacent water 
front. -In the early part of the year the 
Depot eonstituted a very complex, over- 
organized and expensive establishment. Its 
activities were spread and scattered over 
the whole of the New York District and 
its operations embraced features of every 
character and description. Created as a 
war necessity and developed to handle the 
embarkation of troops and supplies and 
later maintained to handle the homeward 
bound movement, the various activities 
were a decided success. These important 
features, however, had ceased to exist and 
hy the early part of the year the volume 
and character of business had largely re- 
turned to a normal routine. 

While some of the remaining activities 
involved operations of considerable size 
and importance, they in no way compared 
with the volume of business that flowed 
through them during the intensive period 
of the emergency. Up to the first of the 
yeer, very little has been accomplished iv 
disbanding the organization and dismant- 
ling the plant which had been developed 
by the war conditions. The expense of 
operating the depot represented a financial 
burden of considerable importance and the 
urgent need for economy made it impera- 
tive to secure prompt relief. 

The problem was at first a difficult one, 
but for a number of months processes of 
economy in operation have been at work 
and very satisfactory results have been ob- 
tained. To secure the results have been 
obtained. To secure the results desired, 
it was at once manifest that a sound busi- 
ness management afforded the only avenue 
of relief, and that details would have to 
be subordinated to allow the application 
of drastic treatment. Accordingly, a thor- 
ough analysis was made of the situation 
and a general plan developed. This plan 
1epresented the general features of re-or- 
ganization, and it was at once put into ef- 
fect. As it became necessary, studies were 
made to develop refinements, and gradu- 
ally and consistently the various activities 
were consolidated and simplified into a 
harmonious unit. Operations were directed 
primarily with a view to securing more 
economical results without interrupting 
the functions of the depot and without im- 
pairing the character of the service ren- 
dered. A co-operative spirit built up 
among the members of the organization 
was largely responsible for the manner in 
which the operating problems lent them- 
selves to efforts of economic control. The 
extent to which economy has resulted is 
shown in the following charts and explana- 
tion. : 

The consolidations which were made 
have permitted large reductions in person- 
nel and a gradual contraction in the vol- 
ume of business has allowed further reduc- 
tions. In addition, a constant and drastic 
effort has been applied by all activities 
embraced by the depot, and where it was 
possible to dispense with an employee, a 
reduction was made. The reduction in the 
entire force, therefore, reached a vry sub-

Wage Reductions 

Wages of government employees were 
earefully considered and compared with 
prevailing rates in commercial practice. 
Owing to the drastic liquidation which has 
been in process for some time in the labor 
market, it was necessary to make several 
reductions in the wage standards for gov- 
ernment employees. In each instance, 
however, the situation was thoroughly 
canvassed and the reductions effected were 
justified by prevailing conditions. The re- 
duction made will be apparent from a com- 
parison of the following average wage 
rates:

In addition to this saving in rental, the 
depot has vacated since the first of the 
year about 4,000,000 square feet of stor- 
age space on piers and warehouses which 
it has either turned over to other Govern- 
ment agencies or is about to place on the 
market on a revenue basis.

age has also been done in accordance with 
a general policy of affording better protec. 
tion to property. This work, which has 
been under way for some time, is now quite 
completed, and the benefit obtained in re 
ducing waste, breakage, spoilage, theft and 
other contributing losses represents a sub- 
stantial sum. 


Reconditioning and Reclamation 


There has been a great deal of work 
dene in reclaiming and _ reconditioning 
Government property and material so as 
to bring it back to a serviceable condition. 


Salvage 


The conversion of waste products into 
revenue has been carried on quite success 
fully and considerable sums were realized 
by this procedure. 


Remarks 


The manner in which the foregoing re 
sults were obtained may be a matter of 
interest. As in business management, it 
was carefully planned and analyzed in a 
scientific way before changes were put 
into practice. Studies were made of each 
situation, comparisons made from a cost 
standpoint, and definite plans were crystal- 
ized to co-ordinate each change so that it 
would harmonize with the general scheme 
which has been adopted. 

As plans were executed, the cost figures 
were carefully analyzed for a reflection of 
the economies that were anticipated. The 
translation of every movement into money 
values became a practice throughout the 
whole organization and was alone largély 
irstrumental in effecting the large ecole 
mies that have resulted. The total cost 
figures below show clearly a decided im- 
provement in operating expense.

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Capt. John Ericsson and the Screw Propeller 


By H. F. J. Porter, M.E. 


This is the first of a series of three 
articles on Capt. John Ericsson and 
his inventions. Mr. Porter, the au- 
thor, was associated with Captain 
Ericsson at the old DeLamater Iron 
Works, now out of ewistence. EHrics- 
son had much to do with the develop- 
ment of naval architecture. In suc- 
ceeding articles Mr. Porter will tell 
of the building of the ill-fated battle- 
ship Princeton and the Monitor, which 
defeated the Merrimac sixty years 
ago. 





HE old DeLamater Iron Works 
may well be called the “Cradle of 
the Modern Navy.’ These works, 
as well as their predecessor, the 
Phoenix Foundry, located in the Green- 
wich village section of New York city, 
were operated under the proprietorship of 
Mr. Cornelius H. DeLamater and the tech- 
nical counsel of Capt. John Ericsson from 
1839, when Ericsson came to America, 
until the deaths of both men within a 
month of each other in 1889. With the 
deaths of their guiding spirits the works 
passed out of existence. 

Practically every development in naval 
ship construction and equipment, from the 
substitution of iron for wood, of steam 
propulsion for wind, of the screw propeller 
for paddle wheels, of wrought iron jack- 
etted guns for- solid cast iron ones, down 
to the introduction of the revolving tur- 
ret, the self-propelled torpedo, the sub- 
marine boat, the torpedoboat destroyer, 
the dynamite gun and many other devices 
were created and developed there. 

So much interest has been aroused by 
the recount of the acomplishments of 
Ericsson and DeLamater during the fifty 
years of their association that fourteen 
technical, civic and historical societies, to- 
gether with marine interests and public 


spirited citizens, both Americans and 
Swedes, have determined to erect four 
bronze tablets on the sites of buildings 


which had a historic association with the 
developments previously related, viz.: the 
Phoenix Foundry, the DeLamater Iron 
Works, the Continental Iron Works, where 
the hull of the Monitor was built, and 
Captain Ericsson’s residence, in which 
his workshop was located. 


Tablets to Be Unveiled 


These tablets will be unveiled on March 
§, 1922, the sixtieth anniversary of the 
battle of the Monitor and Merrimac, with 
suitable ceremonies. The Associated En- 
gineering Societies of Sweden will hold a 
simultaneous celebration in Stockholm 
and engineering societies, both American

propeller, an invention which was destined 
to revolutionize naval construction. 

John Ericsson was born in Phillipstad, 
Sweden, in 1803 He always learned 
faster than his tutors could teach him. 
He possessed the impulse of genius and 
when his mind was once set in any direc- 
tion nothing could divert him from it. Be- 
fore he was fourteen years old he had be- 
come a foreman on a section of the Gita 
— with 600 army engineers!) under 
1im, 

He._was so small in stature that he had 
to have a stool to raise him to the eye- 
piece of his theodolite. While engaged 
at this work his association with engi- 
neers of all kinds started his inventive 
faculties developing and with a set of 
drafting instruments of his own con- 
struction he drew a number of original 
designs of machines and of some of these 
he made working models. He wrote a 
book about them, illustrating it with 
copper plate engravings which were beau- 
tifully executed with tools of his own 
make. 

In 1820, when seventeen years old, in- 
spired by an impulse to advance, he re- 


signed his position on the canal, entered 
the army and took up the study of ord- 
nance engineering. 

Being imbued with the idea that the 
world would soon exhaust its supply of 
coal, he began to work out a method of 
developing power from fuel without the 
waste due to the intervention of steam 
and developed a “flame,” dé calorie en- 
gine, which created great interest among 
the leading minds of the day. 

King Charles, realizing that he would 
succeed in advancing his ideas in BPEng- 
land more rapidly than in Sweden, rec- 
ommended his going there. Ericsson ob- 
tained a leave of absence from the army 
and went there in 1826. 

He at once patented his flame engine, 
but it required more experimenting to 
make’ it work with the coal of Great Brit- 
ain than with the wood fuel of Sweden, 
and finding ether matters of more press- 
ing interest to engage his attention he 
resigned from the army with the rank 
of captain and formed a partnership with 
the well known engineer, ‘William 
Braithwaite. 

In 1829 he patented and built a steam 


fire engine and competed with the hand 
fire engines of the London Volunteer Fire 


Department. Notwithstanding its success- 
ful operation, the officials would not 
adopt it. 


Built Lecomotive in 1830 


In 1830, with seven weeks’ notice, he 
designed and built a locomotive, *‘ 
Novelty,” and competed with John Steven- 
son’s “Rocket,” attaining a s of 
two miles am hour against the “Rocket’s” 
twenty-four miles. It was much lighter 
and of better design, having artificial draft 
obtained by a fan blower and other origi- 
nal features. It was, however, so hur- 
riedly built in order to be on time for the 
trial that it broke down before the test 
was completed and was withdrawn from 
competition. It ran oe tne a how- 
ever, at a speed of nearly miles an 
hour and started the movement for passen- 
ger transportation on land by steam, to 
which Ericsson then turned his attention. 

As this early work was in the nature of 
expensive experimentation, it reduced the 
firm of Braithwaite & Ericsson to bank- 
ruptcy. Eriesson then secured the posi- 
tion of superintending engineer of the 
Eastern Counties Railway, one of the 
cipal lines entering London. 

Although his duties occupied him con- 
tinuously, he nevertheless found time to 
develop a rotary steam engine and to 
work further on his flame engine in con- 
junction with the firm of William Laird 
& Son, shipbuilders of Liverpool. Here 
he came in contact with Hon. Francis B. 
Ogden, U.S. Consul to Liverpool, who also 
possessed an inventive bent of mind, 


Enter the Screw Propeller 


Ericsson had conceived the screw pro- 
peller as a means of driving vessels and 
brought it to the attention of Ogden, who 
became so interested that he aided Erics- 
son in developing a working model which 
ran in a tank of water and in further trials 
on a larger scale. 

Ogden raised funds to which he person- 
ally contributed to construct a tugboat, for- 
ty-five feet long, eight feet beam and three 
feet draft with two propellers, five feet 
three inches diameter, geared, for demon- 
stration purposes on the Thames river. 
It was named the “Francis B. — 
They both saw visions of a great advance 
in naval architecture, especially in the de- 
sign of vessels for the navy, w 
this time were wind driven owing te the 
vulnerability of the paddle wheels and 
machinery to cannon shot. The location of 
the propeller would permit the placing of 
the machinery below the water line. 

Ericsson thought he saw sufficient fear 
perity ahead and married, in October, 1836, 
Amelia Byam, a lady of beauty, refine- 
ment and culture, the daughter of Ed 
ward, second son of Sir Charles Byam.

Pay Bill Developments

tative in character. Before it will be 
taken up by the Wadsworth committee the 
departments must submit detailed state- 
ments as to its cost. If these statements 
are not satisfactory to the committee and 
departmental heads it may be necessary to 
revise it. 

Secretary Weeks sent a letter to the 
chairmen of the Military committees on 
Jan. 24, which set forth the economies and 
needs of the War Department and the 
Army. 

General Pershing, as reported in the last 
issue of the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL, 
went before the House Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs and outlined the plans of the 
General Staff for economizing in the Army 
without seriously interfering with its ef- 
fectiveness. In this connection, the re- 
sult of a study of a plan for the ultimate 
distribution of commissioned officers of 
the Regular Army made in the War De- 
partment was made public on Jan. 25. 

The Navy Department is working along 
the same line. A careful and detailed 
study of the personnel requirements of 
the Hughes program is being made. The 
Navy Department is being urged to make 
public this study so that Congress will have 
an opportunity to consider it informally 


before the appropriations for the next fis- 
cal year are reported to the House. 

The representatives of the Services, in 
their tentative bill submitted to the Wads- 
worth committee, followed the general 
principles of the McKenzie plan. The bill 
from the departments is printed in a col- 
umn parallel with the McKenzie plan and 
works out that plan more in détail, cor- 
recting it in a manner which to a large 
extent is said to be satisfactory to the 
members of the Wadsworth committee. 

The Service committee has worked out 
the plan for basing pay on length of ser- 
vice by somewhat different methods. Un- 
der the Service plan the pay of an officer 
would start with $1,500 and increase five 
per cent. every three years. With this 
modification the base pay of 1908 is ac- 
cepted by the Services. 

In the first period an officer would draw 
base pay of $1,500; in the second period, 
$2,000; in the, third, $2,400; fourth, 
$3,000; fifth, 500; sixth, or in the 
grede of a colonel, $4,000. The pay of a 
brigadier general or a rear admiral of the 
lewer nine would be $7,000, and that of a 
major general or a rear admiral of the up- 
per nine $8.500. The allowances of the 
McKenzie plan for commissioned officers, 
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including rations, are accepted by the 
Service committee. As this plan would 
work out, it is stated, frequently officers 
with shorter terms of service would re- 
ceive less pay than those with long terms 
of service in the next lower grade. 
numbers of the Wadsworth committee are 
said to be insisting upon the inco’ 

of this principle in the bill. There are 
some slight changes in the McKenzie Ronn] 
for dependents of officers, although 

are tentative. The allowances for general 
officers will depend upon their length of 
service just as in the case of officers trom 
and including colonel down. 

Sea and field service pay is a matter on 
which a very serious difference seems to 
have developed between the Army and 
Navy members of the Service committee. 
Midnight sessions were held upon this 
recommendation of Mr. McKenzie, which 
is a compromise measure. It is stated that 
instead of abolishing extra pay for sea 
and field service a compromise at five per 
cent. has been reached, but that the Navy 
members of the Wadsworth committee 
support the Navy in the contention for 
the continuation of the present rate of 
pay for sea duty.

ject the representatives of the Army have 
not come into.a full agreement and there 
will be further conferences. In all proba- 


bility this is a question that will be de- 
cided by the Wadsworth committee. 

The sub-committee of the Services has 
not worked out all the details as to the 
pay for enlisted men. It is probable that 
more than one plan will be submitted to 
the Wadsworth committee. Both Senator 
Wadsworth and Mr. McKenzie are insist- 
ing upon fixing a percentage of enlisted 
men for the warrant and petty officer 
grades. The Navy Department insists 
that this proposal would interfere with 
the efficient manning of the fleet. The 
situation in the Coast Guard is the same 
as as in the Navy, where so many special- 
ists are uired. 

It is understood that an agreement has 
been reached for a division of enlisted 
men into seven grades. Under this plan 
the first three grades would receive allow- 
ances for dependents and other allow- 
ances which would amount to a substan- 
tial increase. Up to this writing an agree- 
ment has not been reached upon the pay 
for the other four grades of enlisted men. 
It is generally agreed that enlisted base 
poy should be higher than that in the 1908 

. $15 per month, but it is not thought 
that the budget will permit the present 
temporarily increased rates of pay for the 
lower grades of enlisted men. 

The principle of an increase in pay for 
length of service, it is stated, will be 
worked out for enlisted men on the same 
plan as is provided for commissioned offi- 


cers. 

The proposal that in order to make pos- 
sible an increase in pay rates in the Army 
a drastic cut in the personnel strength 
shall be made, thus keeping the total item 
of appropriation for pay within present 
limits, does not meet the approval of Sec- 
retary of War Weeks, who is determined 
to resist any effort to make a reduction in 
the present strength of the Regular Army. 
In the plan for ultimate distribution of 
commissioned officers of the Regular Army 
as given out for publication on Jan. 25 
the study made in the department fixes 
the oe for 1923 at 13,000 officers. 
The ultimate requirements, it is stated, 
will be 16,652. The belief is expressed 
that the Secretary of War authorized the 
publication of this study after he had con- 
sulted the President and that the Admin- 
istration will give its support to the pro- 


gram. 

The President has already made this

It is insisted by 
thc President that any drastic reduction in 
the strength of the Army at this time 
would be unwise.

44TH AND 21ST U.S. INFANTRY 
MERGED AS ONE ORGANIZATION. 


A military ceremony somewhat unique 
was held at Schofield Barracks, Honolulu, 
H.T., Nov. 28 last, when in compliance 
with War Department orders reducing the 
organizations of the Army the 44th In- 
fantry became inactive, its personnel be- 
ing transferred to the 21st Infantry, Lieut. 
Col. John R. Kelly commanding. 

The formal ceremony of transfer con- 
sisted of an escort to the National Colors, 
escort of the 44th Infantry regimental col- 
ors away from the regiment, presentation 
of the 21st Infantry regimental colors 
through Colonel Kelly by Brig. Gen. Jo- 
seph E. Kuhn, U.S.A., the division com- 
mander, and a review of the regiment by 
General Kuhn. 

Co. A, 44th Infantry, Capt. John L. Da- 
vey, acted as escort to the National Colors. 
Master Sergt. Anton Wancura, 44th In- 
fantry, in recognition of his long and hon- 
orable service, a part of which was in the 
2ist Infantry, was detailed as honorary 
color bearer for the ceremony. The cere- 
mony of escorting the National Colors to 
the line and the 44th Infantry regimental 
colors away was accomplished to the tune 
of “Auld Lang Syne” and was most im- 


pressive. 
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In the Regular Army 


A strong endorsement of the Army Re- 
organization act and a protest against a 
further reduction in the strength of the 
Regular Army was made in a statement 
to the House Committee on Military <Af- 
fairs on Jan. 26 by the Military Commit- 
tee of the American Legion. The recom- 
mendations of General Pershing for elimi- 
nation were unqualifiedly endorsed. 

The following is the text of the state- 


ment: 

“The Military Affairs Committee of the 
American Legion is appearing before you, 
by direction of its National Convention, 
held at Kansas City last October, to ap- 
prove and commend the proper develop- 
ment of the military policy outlined in 
the National Defense act as amended June 
4, 1920. 

“The American Legion at its first na- 
tional convention in Minneapolis in 1919 
called for an adequate and appropriate 
military policy for our nation, and it is 
its opinion that this national defense act 
provides a sound — national de- 
fense. It is particularly interested in this 
policy because it provides in times of peace 
for a small standing Army, with a citizen 
Army capable of rapid expansion in times 
of emergency, which we believe to be in 
harmony with our national institutions 
and our traditional military policy. 

“The citizen soldier part of the Army, 
as represented in the National Guard and 
the Organized Reserves, provides, in the 
opinion of the Legion, the most democratic 
and the most economical solution of our 
problem of national defense. 


Would Maintain Funds. 


It is our opinion that the funds inclnded” 


in the budget estimates are essential to 
the development of this program. We are 
convinced that the recognition given by 
the War Department estimates to the im- 
portance of the National Guard and the 
Organized Reserves represents minimum 
appropriations for the proper functioning 
of these component parts of the Army of 
the United States. We urge the mainte- 
nance of these items in their complete in- 
tegrity. 

“The American Legion recognizes the 
national demand for retrenchment and re- 
duction in governmental expenditures, but 
as practical men, who have learned the 
lessons of preparedness by the hard ex- 
perience of war, we are confident that it 
would be a great mistake, at this time, to 
limit the proper functioning of the Na- 
tional Defense act by a reduction in the 
estimates as submitted by the War De- 
partment and approved by the Budget 
Committee. 

“We are convinced that in the prepara- 
tion of these estimates the economic de- 
mands of the country have received the 
fullest and most careful consideration by 
the Secretary of War and any material 
eut will seriously affect an adequate na- 
tional defense of our country and will tend 
to bring it below what is recognized as a 
proper margin of national safety. 


Endorses General Pershing. 


“The American Legion unqualifiedly en- 
dorses the recommendations upon the com- 
missioned personnel of the United States 
Army made by General Pershing before 
your committee. It believes that the elim- 
ination of a considerable number of the 
least effective officers of the Regular Estab- 
lishment will tend to increase the effi- 
ciency of the entire Army of the United 
States. We believe that the commissioned 
personnel should not be cut below the 
number recommended by General Pershing, 
which is the number approved by the 
Budget Committee, as these officers are 
required not merely for the units of the 
Regular Army but for the development of 
the National Guard, the Organized Re- 
serves and the system of citizen training. 

“This committee is also directed by its 


nationa o recommend - legisia- 
tion that will provide that the time for 
recommendations for and _ the 


making 
awarding of the Congressional Medal. of 
Honor, the Distinguished Service Cross 
and the Distinguished Service Medal for 
service in the war be extended five years 
after the declaration of peace by the 
United States, and also that the law which 
allowed men who had previously been rec- 
ommended for the Congressional Medal of 
Honor but who failed to receive the Dis- 
tinguished Service Cross, be changed so 
that the law shall apply to all persons now 
in or who have been honorably separated 
from the military service of the United 
States. A; 
“As representatives of an organization 
containing a million ex-Service men, or- 
ganized into 11,000 posts throughout the 
United States, we feel entitled to expect 
with some confidence that the country will 
look for some time to the ex-Service men 
of the nation for a sound and patriotic 
judgment upon subjects relating to na- 
tional preparedness. 
“The Committee on Military Affairs is 
concerned with the broad question of pol- 
iey as it affects our national defense with- 
out reference to any special interests. Our 
recommendations are based upon a com- 
prehensive viewpoint of the working of 
the entire Army Reorganization act in a

NEW TRAINING REGULATIONS 
PREPARED FOR U.S. ARMY. 


Existing drill and training manuals for 
the U.S. Army are to be revised from time 
to time, and together with new ones re- 
quired, will be published under the super- 
vision of the General Staff by The Adju- 
tant General of the Army in one series of 
pamphlets as Training Regulations. 

The first of these pamphlets, which was 
ready for issue this week, is Training Reg- 
ulations No. 10-5, dated Dee. 23, 1921, 
whic contains fifteen pages. Its general 
a are: Doctrines, Principles, and 
Meth (Basic), and the pamphlet con- 
tains nine ons, which relate to the 
following subjects: 

Military Training; Doctrines of War; 
Principles of War; Methods of War; Doc- 
trines of Training; Principles of Train- 
ing; Methods of Training; General Sys- 
tem of Military Training, and System of 
Troop Training. 

The pamphlets to be subsequently issued 
will be grouped under the following gen- 
eral headings: 

Officers, The Soldier, Specialists, Gen- 
eral Training, Equipmént, Instruments, 
Weapons, Ammunition, Supply, Animals, 
Transportation, Each of the nches of 
the , Combined Arms, Field Train- 
ing, Staff Manual, Field Service Regula- 
tions. 

The agencies and branches of the Ser- 
vice most concerned with the different sub- 
jects are now_fevising and preparing the 
pamphlets. All drill and training instruc- 
tions for the Army will be contained in 
one series of pamphlets. An index will 
permit of the ready location of a pam- 
phlet on any subject. The series of pam- 
phlets are to include all subjects required 
in the training of the Army. This will do 
away with the necessity of purchasing pri- 
vate publications on training. The pam- 
phlets are to be uniform in principles, 
terms, preparation, arrangement and size 
throughout the series. 


ARMY ELIMINATION BILL 
RETIRES ABOUT 1,000 OFFICERS. 

The Army elimination bill is being pre- 
pared in the War Department with great 
eare. This is the bill which General Per- 
shing has been requested to submit to the 
House Committee on Military Affairs with 
the view of eliminating or retiring officers 
who do not come up td the new standard 
for the Army of the United States. It is 
estimated that about 1,000 officers from 
the grade of brigadier general down will 
be retired under the system that will be 
authorized by the bill. It is stated thet 
the measure has been prepared in a tenta- 
tive form by the General Staff and will 
shortly be submitted to the chiefs of the 
various branches of the Army and bureau 
chiefs. 

It is stated that the elimination bill will 
be so framed as to base an officer’s retired 
pay on his service in the Army, so that no 
great injustice will be done to those who 
are eliminated. 

The elimination policy under the bill 
will be broader than the classification 
scheme under Section 24b of the Army 
Reorganization act. Officers will not be 
eliminated on account of deficiencies in 
their past records, but because they are 
supposed not to be qualified to participate 
in the training and instruction now re- 
quired of the Regular Army. Under the 
new policy of the War Department an 
Army officer must be fully qualified to per- 
form many varied duties, aside from com- 
manding troops: The work of. creating 
and training units of the Organized Re- 
serves, it is stated, is being retarded be- 
cause the War Department is unable to 
secure officers who are qualified and 
equipped to handle the problems in con- 
nection with this activity. There is also 
a shortage of instructors for the National 
Guard. The demand for Regular officers 
to serve with the National Guard and the 
Organized Reserves will increase from 
year to year. 





AGE LIMIT IN SELECTING INFANTRY 
OFFICERS, SCHOOL OF THE LINE. 


Approximately seventy Infantry officers 
of the U.S. Army will be selected to at- 
tend the School of the Line, which will 
open in September of this year at Fort 
Leavenworth. It has been decided that 
forty per cent. of these candidates shall 
be between the ages of 39 and 48, both in- 
clusive, and that sixty per cent. shall be 
38 years and under. 

The officers who have been selected to 
attend the course will probably not be an- 
nounced until about March 10. It is un- 
derstood that the basis on which candi- 
dates are being selected by other branches 
of the Service is the proportion in the 
number of field officers commissioned in

to Supreme Court 


The Supreme Court of the Uniteg 
States will be called upon to pass upon 
the legality of the discharge of Cols. Johy 
W. French and William P. Creary under 
Section 24b of the National Defense act 
as amended June 4, 1920. The case jg 
taken up upon a motion of Attorneys Ap. 
sell and Bailey from the District Court of 
Appeals, which on Jan. 21 granted writs 
of error to the Supreme Court. 

The decision of the Court of Appeals of 
the District of Columbia, which sustaineg 
the Secretary of War in these cases, is at. 
tacked in five counts. It is contended by 
the attorneys of the officers that a writ of 
error lies under paragraphs 3, 5 and 6 of 
Section 250 of the Judicial Code: In the 
first count it is alleged that Colonels 
French and Creary were deprived of their 
“office as an officer of the Army of the 
United States” without “due process of 
law guaranteed by the Constitution of the 
United States.” 


In the secomd count the appeal denies 
the “existence of the authority of the Pres. 
ident to delegate to the Secretary of War 
the power: 

“(a) To approve the action of the fina} 


classification board. 

“(b) To approve the action of the board 
of officers. 

“(e) To discharge the appellants from 
the Army of the United States under the 
purported authority of Section 24b of the 
act of June 4, 1920, known as the Army 
Reorganization act.” 

The third count denies the existence of 
authority of the Secretary of War to take 
the action described above. In the fourth 
count the appeal denies the authority of 
the Secretary of War to discharge the off- 
cers from the Army “without a hearing 
before the board of officers.” This is evi- 
dently an attempt to place Class “B” offi- 
cers on the same status as officers who are 
tried by court-martial. 

In the fifth count .the authority to dis. 
charge officers under Section 24b of the 
Army Reorganization act is questioned. 

It is stated by the attorneys that a mo- 
tion wll be made in the Supreme Court to 
advance the cases for an early hearing. 
This will be made on the grounds that the 
cases pending will affect the status of a 
large number of officers who have been be- 
fore the classification board, not only last 
year, but this. The decision of the Su- 
preme Court on the points raised by the 
attorneys, it is believed, will clear up 
many of the controversies relative to the 
construction of Class “B” laws. 


COMPENSATION AND INSURANCE 
FOR VETERANS OF THE WAR. 

In connection with the recently pub- 
lished statement that the United States 
Veterans’ Bureau had distributed during 
June, July and August last some $30,000,- 
000 as compensation to veterans of the 
World War, some correspondents suggest 
that this sum would not seem so large if 
the amounts paid in to the Government as 
premiums on war risk insurance were de 
ducted. This suggestion discloses an erro- 
neous conception of the matter of govern- 
ment compensation. This latter word is 
but a new name for pension, and pensions 
depend in no wise upon premiums of any 
kind, the* compensation being an out and 
out gratuity paid to a disabled veteran 
because of his disability in the Service, or 
to his beneficiaries in case of his death as 
a result of his service. 

Insurance alone depends upon the pay- 
ment of premiums. And even here the 
Government has favored the insured. The 
insurance issued during the war is on 4 


yearly renewable term basis. ‘The liability 
incurred by the Government under this 
form of insurance is somewhat in excess 
of $1,250,000.000, whereas the premiums 
received on this form of insurance aggre 
gate approximately $375,000,000. There- 
fore, the Government’s liability under the 
yearly renewable term insurance is vastly 
in excess of the premiums received. In 
fact, if all of those continuing the term 
insurance at the present time should com 
tinue on that basis until the term insur 


ance automatically expires, March 4, 192 
under the law, and the Government iD- 
curred no additional liabilities under the 
insurance, the premiums that could be re 
ceived by the end of this period would not 
pay half of the Government’s liabilities un- 
der this head. 

The act provided that the holders of 
yearly renewable term insurance cou 
convert it to forms of level premium insur- 
ance provided by the Government, and that 
in order to continue the insurance protee 
tion heyond March 4, 1926, e nversion to 
level premium is necessary. Both yearly 
renewable term insurance and the level 
premium insurance (converted insurance) 
are issued at the net rate according to the 
American experience table of mortality,

The Carabaos Wallow 
Held in Washington 


When the festivities of the twenty-first 
wallow of the Military Order of the Cara- 
pao were at their height on Jan. 21 at 


Rtauscher’s, Washington, a messenger 
extraordinary arrived by airplane from the 
Philippines. The airplane, in a moving 


picture film, appeared as a speck in the 
distance. It had such a faraway appear- 
ance that the effect was that of coming 
from Manila. Gradually it grew larger 
until the machine landed apparently in the 
banquet hall. A Filipino, Juan Pasig, 
stepped jauntily out of the machine with a 
bamboo tube in his hand and bowed smil- 
ingly at the audience. 
flashed on and Juan Pasig stood on the 
stage. He then proceeded to deliver a 
message from the younger generation of 
Filipinos. 

Not satisfied with this striking way of 
setting forth the progress of the islands 
since “the days of the Empire” Col. James 
A. Moss, U.S.A., and a number of mem- 
pers of the entertainment committee had 
secretly brought Emilio Aguinaldo, jr., son 
cf the famous leader of the Philippine 
Insurrection, to Washington from Boston, 
where he is attending college, and intro- 
duced 
Carabaos. 


No other feature of the program was re- | 


ceived with greater enthusiasm. Young 
Aguinaldo was given a flattering ovation 
by the men who had won 
stripes in battle against his father. 

The banquet hall was a reproduction of 
ihe luxurious tropical scenery of the Phil- 
irpines.

PRELIMINARY TEST OF

21, a serious clash between British troops 
in Mesopotamia and the Turkish National- 
ist forces has occurred. The Turks state 


that the clash arose over an attempt by 
che British troops to cross the neutral zone, 
which was opposed by the Turkish forces. 
A two days’ fight is said to have followed, 
resulting in a British withdrawal. A Turk- 
ish brigade has been ordered to the Irak 
frontier from the Van district, and other 
relntocnaments have been dispatched from 
Angora. 

These reports have not been confirmed 
by British sources and information as to 
true state of affairs is lacking. It seems 
highly unlikely in the present situation 
that the British would invite trouble with 
the Turkish Nationalists, in view of the 
fact that it is to their interest to avoid 
furnishing fuel for the Pan-Islamic move- 
ment which menaces their position in In- 
dia, the Near and Middle Wast and Egypt. 
On the other hand, a movement against 
the Arab ningdiees of Mesopotamia, which 
constitutes reat Britain’s barrier be- 
tween Turkish Nationalists and the Mos- 
lems of India and the Middle East, would 
seem to be a more probable development. 

Should the reports relative to the out- 
break of hostilities in the Near East be 
confirmed, a situation will have been cre- 
ated which will have an important bearing 
o. international relations. The revival of 
disturbed conditions in this- region would 
seriously affect the negotiations now un- 
der way between Great Britain and France 
for the adjustment of the conflict . 
the Greeks and the Turkish Nationalists. 


The Far East. 


Peking dispatches of Jan. 21 are to the 
effect that Gen. Wu Pei Fu has delivered 
an ultimatum to the Peking government to 
the effect that unless Premier Liang Shih 
Yi is dismissed the provinces of Kia 
Hupeh, Honan, Kiangsi, Shantung 
Shansi will declare all relations severed 
between them and the Central government. 
This virtually amounts to a threat of se- 
cession. 

It will be recalled that it was through 
a similar threat of secession by the Man- 
churian provinces that Chang Tso-lin over- 
threw the former cabinet and installed the 
present incumbents. 

Other dispatches state that Wu Pei Fu 
has dispatched telegrams to foreign Chi- 

















nese legations declaring that no agree- 
ments entered into by foreign powers with 
the Liang cabinet will be considered bind- 
ing. 

As a result of Wu Pei Fu’s maneuver 
there now appear to be three governments 
in China: the northern group comprising 
Manchuria, Mongolia and Chihli province 
under the control of Chang Tso-lin; the 
alliance of central provinces under Wa 
Pei Fu, and the South China provinces 
under the presidency of Sun Yat Sen. 
There are also other provinces more or 
less autonomous and not definitely assign- 
able to any of the three principal groups.

The Albanian delegates to the League of 
Nations charge that the Jugo-Slavs have 
concentrated troops to the number of §8),- 
000 on the Albanian frontier with inten- 
tion of reoccupying the territory recently 
evacuated.

AIRPLANE ARRESTING GEAR. 


Of late there has been much discussion 
concerning the necessity of airplane car- 
tiers for the Navy, but many people do 
not realize that the carrier must be 
equipped on its flying deck with an ar- 
resting gear of such a nature as will facili- 
tate the landing of airplanes. This device 
must be so constructed as to prevent the 

irplane from going over the side once it 
has landed and to bring it to rest within 
the shortest practicable distance. Natu- 
rally such a device must be mounted upon 
a clear unobstructed deck. q 

The solution of the problem of this ar- 
resting gear was attempted in this country 
many years ago, namely when Eugene C. 
Fly landed on the deck of the USS. 
Pennsylvania in 1911. The arresting de- 
vice used at that time was briefly a system 
of athwartship wires stretched across a 
temporary deck built up over the stern of 
the U.S.S. Pennsylvania. Sandbags were 
attached to the ends of these wires. Trail- 
ing hooks suspended beneath the airplane 
engaged these wires successively as the 
airplane preceeded along the temporary 
deck. Consequently the load of sand- 
bags dragged by the plane increased and 
the plane gradually was brought to rest. 
Such a device naturally was disadvan- 
tageous in that it could not be utilized im- 
mediately in connection with the landing 
of another plane. Various other devices 
were tried out by foreign governments, but 
without any great success. 


British Developed Gear. 


No further progress was made in the 
development of a solution of this problem 
until the British Royal Navy brought out 
théir airplane carriers during the war. 
After much experimentation they have 
finally evolved a fairly satisfactory arrest- 
ing gear. 

As stated in the first paragraph, the 
problem is more complex than might be 
thought upon first consideration. In the 
first place the planes concerned, after 
touching the deck, must be locked to it 
in such a manner as to permit of forward 
movement only. This, so as to prevent the 
airplane from rolling over the side, or 
from being blown over the side, after it 
loses flying speed and control. Next, the 
airplane must be brought gradually to 


rest. 

This retardation must be gradual, as any 
severe stresses would wreck the airplane 
and its undercarriage. After the airplane 
has been brought to rest, means must be 
provided to prevent a strong wind from 
blowing it astern. Furthermore, the ar- 
resting gear must be capable of being 
brought immediately “back to battery,” or 
in other words, it must be possible for a 
second plane to land immediately after 
the first has been brought to rest and 
houled clear. 

At present the United States Navy is 
conducting experiments to develop an ar- 
resting gear for the flying deck of the U.S. 
S. Langley. 

Revolving Platform Used. 


A revolving platform is being built on 
the flying field at the Naval Air Station, 
Hampton Roads, Va. On this platform 
are stretched fore and aft wires six inches 
apart and about nine inches above the 
platform. These wires are led up over a 
Tramp on one edge of the platform and 
extend to the other edge where they go 
ever another ramp. 

The tendency of the wires to sag is pre- 
yented by supporting them at intervals 
with collapsible boards or fiddle-bridges. 
The platform is constructed so that it may 
be rotated in order that the fore and aft 
wires may be turned into the wind. 

Under the fore and aft wires are 
stretched athwart-ship wires to the ends 
of which are secured sandbags. On the 
axle of the airplane is attached a row of 
hooks projecting downward. A trailing 
hook is secured to the undercarriage. Two 
other hooks are attached to the tail skeg. 

In operation, the airplane lands on the 
flying field and rolls up over the first 
ramp. It then drops down upon the wires, 
the wheels rolling between the fore and 
eft wires. The hooks from the axle en- 
gage these fore and aft wires and force 
the plane to move directly forward into 
the wind without swerving. The trailing 
hook drops between these wires and picks 
up one or more of the athwartship wires. 
The sandbags on the ends of these wires 
immediately exert a drag on the plane 
which brings it slowly to rest. When the 
tail drops, the hooks on the tail skeg en- 
gage in the fore and aft wires, thus pre- 
venting the airplane from going over on 
its nose. 

Landing Made Safe. 

In case the eee rolls entirely 
across the platform it is brought to rest 
on the far ramp by the action of the axle 





This inevitably means a tremendous change in many 


hocks which are engaged in the fore and 
aft wires. With the assistance of this de- 
vice an expert pilot could land on the deck 
of the Langley with every assurance of not 
crashing over the side. The ship would 
be headed into the wind, thus reducing the 
relative speed over the deck of the air- 
plane and facilitating the landing. 

With the successful demonstration of 
catapult for launching airplanes, it is 
now practicable to equip with airplanes 
the major ships of the fleet. When car- 
riers with arresting devices are available, 
the battleship airplanes will probably be 
launched from battleships by means of 
their catapults, will accomplish their mis- 
sion, and will land on the decks of the 
airplane carriers available. Naturally the 
airplane carriers will operate their own 
complement of airplanes.

FIELD RATION FOR HORSES. 


The following interview with Lieut. 
Col. N. C. Shiverick on field rations for 
horses will be interesting to the Service. 
Colonel Shiverick, who wos assigned to 
the 3d Cavalry after his graduation from 
the U.S.M.A. in 1904, and who com- 
manded a front line battalion in the 89th 
Division during the war, is now interested 
in breeding hunters and other thorough- 
breds in the Genesee Valley, New York 
state. Colonel Shiverick has been inter- 
ested in the breeding of horses since his 
resignation from the Regular Army in 

“T first gave serious thought to the idea 
of a field ration for Army horses while 
serving as a second lieutenant in the 3d 
U.S. Cavalry with Troop I of that regi- 
ment,” said the Colonel. “We _ were 
marching across the Navajo Indian Reser- 
vation in 1908. That is a big country. 
We were about ninety miles off the rail- 
road in a country where water was scarce 
aud grass was nil. The Indian freighters, 
who were two days behind schedule with 
our grain supplies, made me realize what 
a shortage of forage might mean on cam- 


paign. 

“In 1909 after a lot of study I was able 
te produce successfully the first cakes of 
compressed feed at Rock Island Arsenal. 
There I used presses capable of pressing 
5,000 pounds per square inch. A lot of 
this feed was made up and sent to vari- 
ous places for test. Some officers were 
keenly alert to its advantages and a few 
were quite indifferent, that is they hadn’t 
thought much about horses in war and the 
idea of making a test of a new thing and 
writing a report seemed to them senseless. 
At that time they got what oats and hay 
was the normal allowance and therefore 
ed worry? There would be no war any- 
cw. 


Army Finally Makes Tests. 


“There were a lot of excellent reports 
rendered by officers who viewed war as a 
future possibility and who loved horses. 
Minor tests went on until about the time 
we entered the war, and with one or two 
exceptions all were favorable. It seems 
those one or two were written by men who 
were prejudiced and not thinking of war. 

“The Quartermaster General did not 
take it seriously, and when the war came 
on it seems he was too busy to think be- 
yond care of men. 

“After the war there was an official in- 
vestigation made to determine why a field 
ration for horses was not used during the 
war. It was an official matter and con- 
ficential, I suppose. However, following 
the investigation there was a quantity of 
it ordered and now for eighteen months 
the Army has been making tests to de- 
termine its utility and probably by this 
time they have made up their minds. 

“The Chief of Cavalry when unveiling a 
tablet in the War Department building 
stated that 68,000 horses were lost in the 
late war. American troops were active 
tor something like eight months at the 
frent, so you can see what losses we might 
have sustained had we been in for four 
years. Artillery officers who fought in 
France tell me that often their horses 
worked on half rations and sometimes on 
nene until they ge out by emaciation 
following starvation and overwork. 


Horses Starve to Death. 


“Of course Sherman was right about 
war. Men and animals must always be 
sacrificed to win battles, but my point is 
that animal starvation should be reduced 
to a minimum and that if the horse is to 
get a square deal in war we should find a 
means of developing a field ration for him 
just as well as for the soldier. If the sol- 





dces get tinned meats, but if the horse 
can not have bulk oats in sacks and baled 
hay, why then he must go without. Do 
you think that is fair and sportsmanlike? 
Starvation has caused the deaths of 
herses in war more than all the other 
causes of loss combined, and still no really 
determined and continuous effort has been 
made in our Army to provide against that 
situation. 

“Of course there is a human appeal in 


it. Does anybody ever ask a horse if he 
wants to volunteer? No, a purchasing 
officer pays so many dollars to his master 


and then that horse finds himself some 
day at the front, where all sorts of crazy 
noises, whistling shells, bursting shrapnel, 
and so forth shatter his sensibilities. But 
he goes on with his job until time for 
> * comes around, and when there is no 
feed he goes on with the job, and he pene 
on going on with the job until a kindly 
providence relieves the pain of hunger 
and he goes over the line. 

“It is sickening to read of the time 
wasted by such persons as Senator Wat- 
son in trying to besmirch the record of 
our soldiers when they might be doing 
constructive work for the future and giv- 
ing a thought to the deserving war horse.”

GREAT EVENTS OF THE GREAT WAR. 


“The Uncensored Source—Records of 
the Great Events of the Great War,” 
compiled by National Alumni, New York, 
under the direction of Charles F. Horne, 
Pb.D., and distributed with the co-opera- 
tion of the Veterans of Foreign Wars of 
the United States.

Leading authorities 
on both sides who have made a study into 
the radical, commercial, religious and phi- 
losophie conflicts that led up to the wat 
are contributors. The work is compre- 
hensive in that it gives a full account of 
each of the important events from each 
side, yet keeps within reasonable and de- 
sirable limits by eliminating minor events. 
Each section is preceded by an outline 
which sketches the main movement of the 
events during the time covered in that 
section. A subject index points out all 
passages falling under certain heads 8 
that the specialist can confine himself to 
his own particular subject.

Industrial Mobilization 








In keeping with the great American 
fallacy that the people, through the 
War Department, can raise an Army 
overnight, is the still greater but more 
modern one that we would be enabled 
to produce the required armament by 
the next day. The people of the United 
States, in the past, have been unable 
to understand that to have effective 
INDUSTRIAL MOBILIZATION in time of 
war we must have INDUSTRIAL PREP- 
ARATION in time of peace. 


SUBSIDIZED AVIATION. 


If France ever has to go to war again 
she will be well equipped with airplanes. 
She will be able to mobilize her machines 
from civilian fields just as she will mobil- 
ize men, The airplanes will be ready. 
France is making sure of this by lending 
her financial and moral support to com- 
wercial aviation. The French government, 
with national defense in view, has sub- 
sidized commercial aviation and _ this 
method of transportation is gaining a 
strong hold in the commercial life of the 
nation. 

The following article on what the 
French government is doing for commer- 
cial aviation was prepared by ‘ 
Singer, assistant trade commissioner, bu- 
reau of foreign and domestic commerce, 
Department of Commerce. It emphasizes 
the importance of Industrial Mobilization 
in the United States if this country is to 
keep up with the European powers in na- 
ticnal progress. 

Little is known in the United States of 
the keen interest shown by the French 
public in commercial aviation. This inter- 
est is being kept alive by frequent articles 
in the press. 

The French government thoroughly 
realizes the importance of aerial communi- 
cation, that is, rapid communication be- 
tween France and the neighboring coun- 
tries, and is endeavoring to encourage in 
every way the initiative of private com- 
panies which have undertaken the opera- 
tion of the various lines. 

The French government has created a 
special bureau attached to the ministry of 
public works and known as the “Under- 
secretariat for Aeronautics and Aerial 
Transport.” This bureau is directed by 
Mr. Laurent Eynac, a member of the 
Chamber of Deputies, an aviator during 
the war, and former director of the French 
petroleum and gasoline supply services. 
The under-secretariat for aeronautics not 
only centralizes all technical information, 
but distributes the subsidies granted by 
the French Parliament to the airplane 
operating companies. 

These subsidies were authorized by law 
dated July 31, 1920. During that year 
20,000,000 francs were distributed to the 
companies thus enabling 185 airplanes to 
be kept in operation. 

The under-secretariat, accordingly, has

two distinct services under his orders: (1) 
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the technical research and experimental 
division; (2) the aerial navigation divi- 
8100. 

The first mentioned division is sub- 
divided into two services: (a) aero- 
plane construction service, which 
the orders and supervises the construction 
of airplanes and motors required by the 


gevernment ministries utilizi aviation 
(War, Navy, Colonies). (b) e techni- 
cal aviation service, where all research 


work is done. This service is divided into 
a number of specialized bureaus: avia- 
ticn, hydroaviationg aerostation, motor 
cvnstruction, propellers, armament, meteo- 
rology, ete. 


Working on Alloys. 


Attention is at present concentrated on 
the study of all-metal construction and on 
the perfection of lightweight alloys. Other 
problems which are being closely studied 
in the laboratories of Issy-Moulineaux, 
Saint Cyr, Eiffel, and Chalais-Meudon are 
speed, resistance, high altitude flying, 
landing, armament, radio-telegraphy, wire- 
less telephony, automatic stabilizers, and 
a system for the control from the ground 
of a pilotless airplane in flight by wireless 
telegraphy so as te avoid mortal accidents 
during experimental flights with new 
machines or systems. 

The manufacturers of airplane motors 
have been officially requested to devote 
their attention to the construction of a 
motor more durable and reliable than 
those at present in use. 

An airplane motor at the present time 
runs for about 200 hours at a um. 
Taking, for example, a flight on the Paris- 
Warsaw line, which lasts approximately 
10 hours, a motor could, the re, run for 
only 20 trips or 10 round trips. The cost 
of one of these motors is approximately 
60,000 francs ($12,000 at par value of the 
franc), so that the depreciation repre- 
sents 3,000 francs ( at par value) 
per trip. 

France has important colonial posses- 
sessions on the opposite shore of the Medi- 
terranean where business development is 
at present so rapid that it is 
more and more necessary for them to have 
improved communications with the mother 
country. A line is already in operation 
between Toulouse, Barcelona, Malaga, 
Rabat and Casablanca. In the very near 
future there will be one from Antibes to 
Tunis, via Nice and Ajaccio. Plans are 
being made for the establishment of an air- 
ship line between Marseilles or 
and Algiers, and of an airplane line 
Oran to Morocco, and from there on to 
Toulouse via Spain. 

Airplanes can also be of great use for 
establishing connections with colonizing 
groups, which are penetrating towards the 
interior where railroads do not exist. An 
experimental line is running once a week 
between Dakar (Senegal) and 
(French Equatorial Africa). Other most 
interesting experiments are being made in 
Indo-China and French Guiana. 

The international lines now in opera- 
tion are: Paris-London (2% hours, fare 
200 frances); Paris-Brussels-Amsterdam 
(1% hours to Brussels, fare 150 francs) ; 
Paris-Strasbourg-Prague-Warsaw, which 
has just been extended from Prague to 
Budapest and Bucharest and will soon be 
extended to Constantinople (9 hours for 
Warsaw, 6 hours for Prague, 2% hours 
for Strasbourg; fare cheaper than by rail- 
road sleeping car). 


Traffic Over the Lines. 


The French are at present operatin 
5,200 kilometers (approximately 3.250 
kilometers (approximately 3,250 miles) of 
air lines. The importance of traffic over 
these lines may be realized through the 
following statistics representing traffic 
during the first six months of 1921: 848.,- 
700 kilometers (approximately 530,437 
toiles) covered in flight; 3,388 paying pas- 
sengers carried; 70; kilograms (about 
154,000 pounds) of packages . 
8470 kilograms (about 7,634 pounds) of 
letters and postal matter tran: ; 

The question of carrying mail is of im- 
portance to the airplane companies, as will 
be seen by the following example: for the 
transportation of a letter from Paris to 
Warsaw, the company receives the postal 
surtax of 1.75 francs. There are on an 
average 80 letters per kilogram (about 
2.2 pounds). Therefore, ore ki 
represents 140 francs, and 100 kilograms 
represent 14,000 francs. It appears that 
the total operating cost of an airplane is 
9 frances per kilometer. There are 1,500 
kilometers (approximately 932 miles) 

to Warsaw, representing, 
therefore, 13,500 francs expense. Ac- 
cordingly, with present prices it would 
cvly require 100 kilograms of mail on each 
trip to cover the operat expenses of 
the company. Unhappily the French pub- 
lic has not yet acquired the habit of mail- 
ing its correspondence by airplane, one of 
the principal reasons being the irregularity 
of the service on aceount of motor trouble. 
This once more shows the great importance 
of finding an adequate motor for commer- 
cial service. 

As for safety, it may be stated that 
during the first quarter of 1921 there have 
been only 2 pilots killed, 2 passengers 
killed, 3 pilots injured and 1 passenger 
injured. 

The French government considers the 
ercouragement of aviation as one of its 
normal duties. Due to the wide scope of 
activities which opens before commercial 
flying, the French government has decided 
te encourage it as much as 
has entered commercial aviation on the 
list of its regular budget expenditurcs.

YHE GENERAL STAFF ELIGIBILITY LIST. 


To THE Epiror: 

I wish to express my appreciation of 
the article that appeared in your issue of 
Jan. 21, 1922, entitled “How Will General 
Staff Eligibility Law Affect Morale of 
Officers?” 

The general tone of the new ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL gives promise that it is 
going to be of genuine helpfulness both to 
the nation’s best interests and to the 
Army's effectiveness through its broad- 
minded, forcible and public-spirited edi- 
torial articles. Its columns are also be- 
ginning to function as a clearing house in 
which appear the real thoughts of officers 
on matters that fundamentally affect the 
efficiency of the Army, 

The question that Major Lentz discusses 
is a vital one. ‘To an outsider who casu- 
ally examines the matter the officers of 
‘the Army may frequently appear to be too 
keenly concerned in matters of personal 
interest and to be constantly asking, 
“What are we going to get out of it?’ 
rather than, “How can we render the most 
and best service?’ This anxiety about 
their personal rights is not a fault, but 
makes, in the long run, for the greatest 
effectiveness of the Army as a whole. 

The Army is more than a physical sum- 
mation of so many officers, so many men, 
so much ordnance and equipment. It is 
the spirit of the Army that counts. For 
the Army to be at its very best, and to 
function harmoniously and effectively as a 
whole, the officers of the Army must feel 
in their hearts that they are getting a fair 

“Equal opportunities for all and 
special privileges for none.” 


School Deciding Factor. 


The present system of placing officers on 
the General Staff eligible list does not de- 
pend on the officer’s accomplishment in the 
acid test of actually performing line or 
general staff duties exceptionally well over 
an extended period of time, but depends on 
an academic test of a nine months’ school 
sprint at the Line class. It is true that 
an officer is not placed on the eligible list 
at the end of his course in the School of 
the Line, but that is practically the de- 
termining factor. If he does not make the 
staff class he is out of the running. If he 
does make the staff class the competition 
is largely over and the officer is in line for 
the General Staff as a result of nine 
months’ academic effort. 

To determine whether the present sys- 
tem for selection for the General Staff 
stimulates general efficiency, let us take 
the case of two officers of equal brain 
power and equal general ability. One of 
these officers, we will suppose, belongs to 
the class who work hard to perform their 
day’s duty to the best of their ability. The 
other officer is trying to cram so as to 
make a good showing at the School of 
the Line. 


Honest Work a Handicap. 


Is there any doubt about which of the 
two is most likely to make the best show- 
ing at Fort Leavenworth? The officer who 
puts his whole time, energy and enthusi- 
asm in doing the work which has been as- 
signed to him does not take the same time 
off to devote himself to preparation for the 
School of the Line as the other officer. 

The daily work of the first officer oecu- 
pies him to the exclusion of preparation 
for Leavenworth. When he goes to the 
School of the Line he is less well pre- 
pared to excel in the course there than the 
man who has been systematically doing 
the least on the work that has been as- 
signed to hir: to do that he can “get by 
with” and using the time saved from the 
government’s work to prepare himself to 
get the “jump” on his brother officer when 
he goes to Leavenworth. 

The above comparison of the two offi- 
cers is not a flight of imagination. Three 
out of fonr officers of length of service suf- 
ficient to immediately interest them in the 
School of the Line know personally of the 
two kinds of officers discussed above, the 
one preparing for the competition at Leav- 
enworth, and while not openly neglecting 
his work, is not giving the government the 
best service of which he is capable. The 
other officer works almost to the point of 
exhaustion in the duties which have been 
turned over to him. 

At the end of the first year at Leaven- 
worth-the more self-seeking officer is in 
the upper half of his class and the consci- 
entious worker is, through lack of prepa- 
ration, probably in the lower half of his 
class and branded as a second rate man 
for the rest of his life. 


Stays in ‘‘Failure’’ Class. 

No excellent and steady performance of 
his duty year in and year out, the remain- 
der of his life, can take him out of the 
failure class because he failed to make the 
staff class

als went to Leavenworth in the early days 
and because of lack of preparation or 
other conditions failed to make the staff 
class. According to the present law, such 
men had no right to have performed effi- 
cient General Staff work during the war 
and it was completely unreasonable of 
them to have been so perverse as to have 
accomplished anything highly creditable. 
To-day, after having failed to make the 
staff class, they would be branded as un- 
fit timber for General Staff officers. 

Under the present system, several years’ 
service on the War Department General 
Staff in successfully handling complicated 
and difficult problems of our vast mobili- 
zation, rapid and efficient demobilization 
and of our reorganization count as noth- 
ing. Officers’ service as able, energetic 
and resourceful commanders of troops ap- 
pear not worthy of consideration. 


All Measured by School. 


There can be but one yard stick to get 
the true value to the Service of an officer, 
and that is his school efforts as a student 
at Fort Leavenworth. 

Every officer ought to be keenly desir- 
ous of having graduated from the General 
Service Schools. His goal should be to 
learn as much as possible and stand high 
in his elass at Leavenworth. But I, for 
one, deny that the school test should be 
used as the one and only test of whether 
an officer is competent to perform Gen- 
eral Staff duties. 

The remedy for the present evils is a 
change of system so that efficient perform- 
ance of duty counts from 50 to 75 per cent. 
in rating an officer and his line class stand- 
ing at Leavenworth not more than 25 per 
eent. ©. C. Earty,

DEFENDS ELIGIBILITY TEST 


To THE EpriTor: 
The publication in the last number of 





the JourNAL of the article entitled, “How 


Will the General Staff Eligibility Law 
Affect Morale of Officers,” was anticipated 
with considerable interest, not only be- 
cause it is believed that a thoroughly effi- 
cient General Staff is of vital importance 
to the Army, but because it is desirable to 
see its existence a matter of pride to the 
Service and not a source of irritation. 

I regret to say that I was disappointed 
because the article is destructive in char- 
acter and offers nothing concrete in bet- 
terment of the alleged prejudicial condi- 
tions. 

The main point made by Major Lentz is, 
that the present system for establishing 
qualification for the General Staff is un- 
American. As it is based on competitive 
tests, wholly determined by the officer’s 
actual accomplishments, it is essentially 
American. To have qualification deter- 
mined by a series of competitive try-outs 
covering a considerable period of the offi- 
cer’s career gives the system the same gen- 





eral character as the civil service system 
possesses in relation to the civil appoiut- 
ments of the government. The civil ser- 
vice system was bitterly attacked in its 
early establishment, but no one now denies 
that it s vastly more satsfactory than the 
“spoils system,” which gave every one a 
chance, if he had the “pull.” 

The spoils system was essentially one 
of selection, based wholly on human judg- 
ment as to the qualifications of the ap- 
pointee without any feature of competi- 
tion. The method of selecting general offi- 
cers is more similar to the spoils system 
than to the civil service examination meth- 
od. Does any one contend that the method 
of selecting our general officers is 100 per 
cent. satisfactory to the Service?

DEMOTION OF NON-COMS. 


To THE EpITorR: 

The provisions of Circular 275, War De- 
partment, 1921, are causing a great deal of 
comment and anxiety among older non- 
commissioned officers. The reason for this 
can be very readily understood, as reduc- 
tion in rank and reduction in pay are 
items that many cannot stand, especially 
with the present high cost of living. If 
cne or both of these items are forced on 
them, they will have to leave the Service 
= try for something better on the out- 
side. 

A large majority of the non-coms. of the 
higher grades are married, many having 
married since they were promoted and the 
increase of pay was granted, the increase, 
granted by acts of Congress May 18, 1920, 
and June 4, 1920, making it possible for 
them to provide for a wife and family. 
All of these men were sure that they would 
be able to hold the grades then held by 
them as long as their services were honor- 
able and warranted it; many, however, 
have been demoted one or two grades un- 
der provisions of Cir. 87, War Dept., 
1921, as amended. The majority of these 
latter will now again be demoted one: or 
two grades,-as they rank below those al- 
ready holding their present rank, having 
for the most part been transferred on de- 
motion. 

The writer is one of the latter class, and 
I for one do not see why I will have to be 
demoted from the grade held by me before 
the war to a lower grade, just because I 
was selected for staff duty after the sign- 
ing of the Armistice, and consequently 
placed unassigned. Do four years’ hard 
work as master sergeant and regimental 
sergeant major and subsequent service as 
first sergeant only warrant demotion? 
do sincerely hope that some one will assist 
us in getting an order published that will 
entitle us to take our choice between demo- 
tion and honorable discharge from the Ser- 
vice, latter to be with all allowances grant- 
ed men on expiration of term of service. 

I am of the opinion that if I had put 
twelve years of hard and faithful service 
in for a business firm in civilian life, hav- 
ing in that period attained a high and re- 
sponsible position (I claim that post ser- 
geant major of a large post is such) I 
would not be put back to the duties of an 
office boy or messenger, but would, in case 
a reduction in force was necessary, be 
given some consideration. 

There are many men, older than the 
writer, both in years and service, who are 
affected by this order, and who, like the 
writer, do not have a tradé or opportuni- 
ties to secure decent positions in civilian 
life. They have spent almost their entire 
life in the Army, many held commissions 
during the war. It is for these that I feel 
most and I am of the opinion that if the 
matter were properly bruoght before the 
War Department something would be done 
to relieve the present anxiety. Last, but 
not least of all, I am of the opinion that 
the present policy of the War Department 
will not result in demotion of non-com- 
missioned officers, but demolition of the 
non-commissioned grade.

grades of the Q.M.C., no promotion lists are 
now being maintained in the Office of the 
Quartermaster General. With a few excep.

There are 
approximately over 300 surplus in the first 
three grades of the Q.M.O. 

J. H. M. asks: Has any definite action been 
taken for relief of former non-commissioned 
officers who are required to refund pay to the 
Government account of the application of Cir. 
183, W.D., c.s.! What is the probable date 
Congress will act on proposed legislation— 
S. 2493, Mr. Wadsworth, published in your 
issue of Oct. 1, 1921? 

Answer: No definite action has been taken 
for relief of former non-com. officers who are 
required to refund pay to the Government ac 
count of the application of Oir. 183, WD. 
The Secretary of War, however, in a letter to 
the chairman of the Military Affairs Commit- 
tee, U.S. Senate, has asked for legislation to 
relieve this worthy class of enlisted men from 
the repayment of any excess they received 
from the Government. This letter was sent to 
the chairman Nov. 23, 1921. It is difficult 
to tell the probable date Congress will act 
on the proposed legislation—S. 2493. 

F. A. DaME asks: Re-enlisted July 17, 1914, 
for seven years; discharged June 30, 1921. 
Re-enlisted July 1, 1921. Am I entitled to 
$90 bonus upon re-enlistment ? 

Answer: Bonus authorization was 
tinued by the act of June 30, 1921. 
not entitled. 

B. T. E. asks: (1) Appointed Q.M. sergeant, 
Q.M. Corps, June 16, 1916. How do I stand 
on the list for promotion to master sergeant, 
Q.M.C.? (2) Can a soldier who is not charged 
with any clothing be given credit with entire 
initial allowance, or is he compelled to draw 
the clothing in kind? 

Answer: (1) In view of instructions in 
Cir. 275, W.D., 1921, directing reduction of 
all surplus non-commissioned officers to the 
next lower grade, and the fact that there is 
now a surplus of non-commissioned officers in 
all grades of the Q.M. Corps, no promotion 
lists are now being maintained in the Office 
of the Quartermaster General. With a few 
exceptions all men appointed Q.M. sergeants 
prior to 1914 are now master sergeants. (2) 
You must have all the clothing mentioned in 
Table 1, Cir. 169, unless you have clothing 
purchased while you were an officer and which 
will not be charged on your account. 

SAN FRANCISCO asks: What is the insig- 
nia prescribed in the French army to denote 
wounds received in battle? 

Answer: The French wound chevron is worn 
on the right arm between the elbow and 
shoulder with the point up. It is gold, the 
same as ours. 

INTERESTED asks: Has the War Depart 
ment or any other agency recommended to 
the Joint Congressional Committee on Army 
Pay that the Retired List be given an in 
crease? 

Answer: No general recommendation other 
than the Secretary of War’s published on page 
366, Army and Navy Journal of Dec. 17, has 
been made to the committee. [In testimony 
before the committee, officers have frequently 
referred to the importance of considering te 
tired officers in the advance of pay. 

W. J. P. asks: I was discharged in 1900 in 
the Philippines after sixteen years’ continv 
ous service. Re-enlisted after eight months 
and due to this separation I was returned to 
pay of $16 per month. Then continuous ser- 
vice until retirement Aug. 1, 1911. Should 
I receive full pay of $73 as retired first ser- 
geant instead of $63 per month, I am now 
receiving? 

Answer: Sixty-three dollars is all that you 
are entitled to. Under the act of June 4, 
1920, you are not entitled to the benefits of 
the increase in pay. While that act specifies 
an increase in pay, it excludes men on the 
retired list.

when considered from the view of the suc- 
cess of the conference. 

Heretofore it has been the custom of the 
Japanese government to manufacture pub- 
lic opinion in support of its policies 
through the close control which it exer- 
cises over the press at home. If these in- 
fluences are at work now the indications 
are clear that Japan will not let go its hold 
over Shantung and the other huge areas 
on the continent of Asia which it controls. 

The continuation of Japanese aggres- 
sion and policies of trade exclusion in 
China cannot fail to keep world affairs un- 
stable. On such a basis the wisdom of 
limiting naval armaments at all is open 
to grave doubt, if the peace of the world 
is to be preserved. A background of force 
may well be a more effective antidote to 
instability. 


America Called Insincere 


The Japanese press is charging America 
with insincerity in calling the conference, 
claiming that it is a move on our part in 
preparing for war instead of an endeavor 
to preserve peace, 

The Hochi is reported as _ saying: 
“America does not sincerely mean to up- 
hold her own principles and will not mind 
trampling them underfoot for the sake of 
advantages to herself.” Another paper 
says: “The peace which America advo- 
cates is a peace by which she may op- 
press other nations to secure gains for her- 
self. It is a peace for America’s sake, 
not for humanity’s. The justice and hu- 
manity of America can go current in 
America, but it is counterfeit and cannot 
be common among all humanity and all 
the world. Aggression has been Ameri- 
ca’s traditional policy.” 

It is not only a few papers which are 
publishing such matter in the midst of 
the Washington negotiations, but a great 
number of them. 

The attacks upon America are not lim- 
ited to impugning our motives. Untruths 
are being widely circulated respecting the 
American attitude in the conference. For 
example, the Yomiuri is reported as pub- 
lishing: “On the restriction of subma- 
tines, aircraft and poison gas America 
chiefly objected, so that not much hope 
can be reposed on the success of the solu- 
tion. America destroyed the principle of 
scrapping all uncompleted vessels and 
nullified the ten-year naval holiday.” An- 
other paper says: “The present fortifica- 
tions agreement will only make the Pacific 
usafe for Japan.” These reversals of 
truth cannot be anything but deliberate. 


War Preparation Advocated 


Preparation for war against America is 
advocated generally. “Now is the time 
for our people to rise up to a man and rec- 
tify the wrongs that are being done to the 
tation.” “When America takes such an 
wutrageous attitude Japan should gird her 
bins to prepare against America.” “Men 
of Japan, rise for the cause of the empire.” 
‘Do the Japanese people want such a slav- 
ish peace after Japan has been kicked and 
tampled on by America?” This is the 
doctrine which is filling the Japanese 
Wess while the Washington conference is 


Hituggling to reach a formula for peace, 
‘hich admittedly can have no secure basis 
{cept in international good will. 


The significance of this kind of propa- 
fanda in Japan should be judged more sin- 
iter than in any other country, because 
there the government controls the press 
Nore completely than almost anywhere 
thee, In the past the government has util- 
Med its press to stir up public opinion in 
“ipport of preparation for war. A nota- 
ble example was the ten years of propa- 
8nda preceding the Russo-Japanese War, 
When precisely the same kind of matter 
Was published against Russia as is now 


being published against America. As a 
matter of fact the strong anti-American 
propaganda has been in progress for the 
last four or five years. 


Will Keep Control of Shantung 


If it is true that the Japanese govern- 
ment is behind the present outburst 
against America, it is clear that Japan 
will not negotiate herself out of control 
of Shantung, Manchuria, Korea or East- 
ern Siberia. She may do so theoretically, 
but actually she will not. For instance, 
she may appear to give back Shantung to 
the Chinese, but if she keeps control of 
the railroad she will retain the power to 
control the province by methods which are 
familiar to her in controlling Manchuria 
through possession of the railroad. 

Up to the present stage of the confer- 
ence, Japan has gained more from the 
standpoint of naval strength than has any 


other power. Overy single decision 
reached has operated in her favor. This 
can be said of no other nation. If the 


negotiations should stop now Japan would 
emerge relatively stronger than she had 
ever been and she would be free to pursue 
her long-standing policy of aggressive ex- 
pansion in the Orient. The only nation 
capable of checking her would be Great 
Britain, whose finances and political diffi- 
culties in Europe would make her reluc- 
tant to undertake the task. 

Nowhere more than among Oriental 
peoples is force respected. If it is needed 
anywhere to preserve peace it is needed 
there. The Oriental mind is different from 
ours in its attitude towards power. 

Unless the Japanese are willing hon- 
estly to work for universal justice and 
peace the wisdom of limiting armaments 
radically may be questioned Seriously. 


For Industrial Mobilization 


OR the first-time in the history of 
ey the country the Assistant Secretary 

of War is exercising real and definite 

functions in the administration of 
the affairs of the Army and War Depart- 
ment. Heretofore the duties of the office 
have not been clearly defined and to a 
great extent the place has been looked 
upon as a politicai reward. 

Under Secretary Weeks’s administra- 
tion, Assistant Secretary Wainwright has 
been assigned to the great problem of in- 
dustrial preparedness. This is made plain 
in the Secretary’s letter to the Senate and 
House Military committees. In this the 
Secretary not only is carrying out the let- 
ter but the spirit of the Army Reorgani- 
zation act of 1920. 

Without any great expenditure of money 
Assistant Secretary of War Wainwright 
is preparing plans for industrial mobiliza- 
tion which, in the event of war, would 
save hundreds of millions of dollars, and, 
as the Secretary declares, would “prevent 
much of the economic disturbance attend- 
ant on the last war.” The failure to pur- 
sue such a policy in the past is responsi- 
ble for no small portion of the war taxes 
which are now depressing business. 

The task of keeping the country indus- 
trially prepared for defense is a never end- 
ing one. With the changing industrial 
conditions and the improvement in the im- 
plements of warfare, the Assistant Secre- 
tary of War will be required to make 
periodical surveys and revise the indus- 
trial. mobilization plans of the War De- 
partment accordingly.

Our Naval Policy 


T is to be hoped that one result of the 
| Conference on Limitation of Arma- 

ments will be the adoption of a naval 

policy for the United States that will 
be of at least a semi-permanent nature. 
Our Navy has never been blessed with a 
permanent policy, and, in consequence, has 
had to endure such radical and frequent 
changes as to impair seriously its effi- 
ciency. 

The 5-5-3 ratio is in itself an expres- 
sion of policy which wisdom should per- 
suade Congress to adopt; since it is the 
result of very careful analysis: of the world 
naval situation, impartially arrived at and 
internationally agreed upon. In a sense, 
we are really obligated to sustain a fleet 
on that basis in order to exert an ade- 
quate influence upon the stability and well- 
being of the world at large. 

For a number of years the General 
Board of the Navy has advocated a policy 
of a Navy equal to the strongest, but this 
met with little favor in Congress until 
some time after the late war had begun; 
in fact, in 1916, when a building program 
on that basis was authorized in the Naval 
Appropriation act of Aug. 29. 


Personnel Cut Down 


When actual construction of the ships 
was taken in hand after the war no rela- 
tion was recognized between a building 
program and the personnel necessary to 
man the program. In fact, demobilization 
of personnel was carried to a point that 
made it impossible to man the new ships 
as they became completed. 

While Congress always has been penu- 
rious in regard to personnel allowances 
needed to care for the ships provided, our 
national legislature never carried it to 
quite the excess that was reached last year 
when the cut to 100,000 was made. This 
cut was not only ruinous to efficiency, but 
also it was extravagant, since it called 
for excessive expénditures for transporta- 
tion and caused the discharge of large 
numbers of trained men who had soon to 
be replaced by recruits whose training was 
costly. 

Radical changes of this nature have 
been the rule rather than the exception in 
the Navy for many years. They have im- 
paired efficiency and resulted in waste of 


funds. They follow as a matter of course 
from lack of a reasonably permanent 
policy. 


A Logical Policy 


The 5-5-3 ratio offers a logical naval 
policy to the country for a period of ten 
years or more. It represents a well-di- 
gested plan adopted after careful collabora- 
tion between the Secretary of State, sev- 
eral eminent American statesmen, and our 
best naval experts. It received the ap- 
proval of the President. After mature 
study it has been accepted as a proper 
basis for a world balance of naval power 
by the leading foreign governments. 

Presumably, therefore, the 5-5-3 ratio 
does not provide an excessive naval 
strength for America. Presumably, it is 
a proper measure of the amount of naval 
strength which America owes to the world 
to preserve in the interest of world sta- 
bility and peace. 

In agreeing upon the 5-5-3-1.75-1.75 
ratio it must be assumed that each power 
counted upon each of the others to main- 
tain its own ratio. Possibly some of 
them would be pleased to have America 
voluntarily reduce hers. But certainly 
others would not be pleased to see such 
action by America. Undoubtedly France, 
for example, was persuaded to recede from 
her claim for a large battleship quota be- 
cause America furnished a balance to the 
otherwise predominant navy of Great 
Britain. The agreement obligates’ us to 
some extent to maintain the ratio allowed 
us. Certainly, China would view with 
great regret any slacking on our part. 

The affairs of the world are still in a 
state of great unrest. In China, Siberia, 
Russia, India, the Near East, and even in 


France and England there are striking 
evidences of chronic unstability. 

A lethagic America will be no force for 
good. A strong America, with the physi- 
cal evidence of vitality and of a willing- 
ness to help manifested by a strong Navy, 
will do much that cannot be done by any 
other nation to stabilize the world. We 
should aecept the 5-5-3 ratio as our naval 
policy and live up to the obligations it 
involves. 


Danger of Military Autocracy 


HE Wadsworth Joint Congres- 

j sional Committee seems to have 

come to a realization of the impor- 

tance of maintaining the pay rates 
of the Services on their present basis. 
Erroneously, the temporary increase has 
been referred to as the war bonus. It was 
not really a bonus, but an increase that 
was due the Services before the war as 
the result of the changes in economic con- 
ditions since 1908, when the present base 
pay was established. Incomes of all other 
professions and vocations have been in- 
creased several times in that period. 

The present rates ef pay, as was proved 
in the extended hearings before the Wads- 
worth committee, are not adequate for the 
standards of living required for commis- 
sioned officers in the Services. They do 
not provide a living scale for men of the 
non-commissioned grades of the Army or 
similar grades in the ether Services, Un- 
der the peace-time strength of the Army 
and Navy a high type of professional sol- 
dier and sailor is required. The Regulars 
must maintain a high state of efficiency so 
that they can function as instructors and 
trainers in time of peace, and as a nu- 
cleus for the expansion that occurs in the 
Army and Navy in the event of war. 
There is no parallel for this condition in 
the policy of any other country, with the 
possible exception of the British Wmpire. 


Foreign Officers Wealthy 


But there is another basic and more im- 
portant difference between the Services of 
the United States and most of the other 
countries. In other countries commissions 
in the army and navy are expected to be 
bestowed upon rich men’s sons. In most 
countries young men without some other 
source of income do not aspire to hold 
commissioned grades in any of the Ser- 
vices. They are not expected to live on 
their government pay. 

In America an attempt is being made to 
maintain the Army and Navy on an 
American basis. The same is true of the 
Coast Guard, Coast and Geodetic Survey 
and the Public Health Service. The pay 
of these Services should be sufficient to at- 
tract young men from every walk of life. 

Leading to Aristocracy 

If the pay of the Services is not ad- 
vanced with the cost of living these Ser- 
vices will gradually deteriorate or become 
aristocratic. Men without independent 
incomes will be driven gradually out of the 
Army and Navy and this country will then 
have a real military aristocracy. This 
was the curse of the German army and 
navy with a low pay for commissioned offi- 
cers. It also obtained in some of the 
other armies, but not to the extent that it 
dié in the old German and Russian mili- 
tary establishments. i 

A refusal on the part of Congress to at 
least maintain the present rates of pay 
will be a step in the direction of a mili- 
tary aristocracy. It will hasten the day 
of a rich man’s Army and Navy, and Con- 
gress will then have a real reason to pro- 
test against the military aristocracy.

R. O. T. C. 
VALUE OF 8.0.7.0. 


Dr. R. B. von Klein Smid, president of 
the University of California, and one of 
the leading educators of the country, is 
highly appreciative of the value of the 


R.O.T.C. and the work its members have 
accomplished. Just before Dr. Smid sev- 
ered his connection with the University of 
Arizona, on Dec. 31, to take up the presi- 
dency of the University of California, he 
wrote a letter to the War Department, 
which said in part: 

_ Since my official connection with the Univer- 
sity of Arizona closes with end of the calen- 
dar year, I wish to take this opportunity to ex- 
press my satisfaction and appreciation of the 
co-operation of the War Department with the 
University of Arizona in the work of military 
science and tactics, and rticularly to express 
my pleasure in the organization which is carry- 
ing on the work at present. a 

At no time during the past eight years, while 
responsible for administration of affairs at the 
University of Arizona, has the military organi- 
zation been more efficient and never has it n 
so decidedly popular among the students,“ Major 
Parker has met the easle of the situation in 
an able manner and has impressed the students 
with the desirability of the work which they 
are registered to do, and with his fairness in 
requiring only that amount of work which the 
students can covey, and at the same time do 
justice to other subjects of their courses. 

During the terms of service of Col. C. C. 
Smith and Major Cowles our physical equip- 
ment had been put into very commendable shape. 
Major Parker has reorganized our material to 
the highest point of efficiency. In all this, as 
well as in the work of the manual, he has been 
ably assisted by Captains Conner and Williams. 

In a peculiarly and really remarkable man- 
ner, however, as I have seen military work at 
colleges carried on for many years, has Major 
John C. F, Tillson, jr., contributed to the suc- 
cess of the work this year at the Universit 
of Arizona. Extravagantly enthusiastic himself, 
and a horseman of unusual ability, he has per- 
meated the entire institution with a love for 
cavalry training and equitation. His patience 
with the men, while insisting upon real accom- 
plishment through hard work, has passed into 
a campus proverb. 

May I say, too, that, a horseman all my life 
in a modest way, I have never seen such rapid 
progress in equitation as that made by the troop 
under the instruction of Major Tillson. Had he 
been made to order I do not believe he could 
have fitted more perfectly into our western 
situation. 

I am about to take up the presidency of the 
University of Southern California, where at 
present there is no military unit. I am now 
anxious to place before the board of trustees 
of that institution the matter of requesting your 
department to organize at Southern California a 
cavalry unit. 








WEARING OF THE UNIFORM, B.0.T.C. 


To THE Eprtor: 

1. In your issue of Jan. 7, 1922, you 
published an article, “Wearing of Uni- 
forms, R.O.T.C.,” quoting in part a let- 
ter of Mr. Robert A. Adams, of the Ameri- 
can Legion, to the War Department. 

2. Mr. Robert A. Adams, in speaking 
of lack of uniform propriety of the Re- 
serve Officers’ Training Corps unit of the 
Indianapolis High Schools, is ignorant of 
the uniform specifications of the junior 
units of the R.O.T.C., which specify the 
red binding on the overseas cap, and also, 
if he means within the last month and a 
half, generally mistaken as to his other 
remarks. I have an order in each school 
requiring members of the R.O.T.C., when 
in uniform and leaving their school build- 
ings, to be iu proper uniform—particular 
mention being made that the blouse be 
buttoned throughout, and this is being car- 
ried out. As military instruction is car- 
ried on at the three high schools through- 
out each day and as the schools are loca- 
ted in the heart of the city the members of 
the R.O.T.C. are frequently on the street 
between periods of instruction. I meet 
on an average of fifteen and twenty mem- 
bers of the R.O.T.C. on the street or else- 
where each day and very rarely see one 
not properly and neatly dressed or who 
fails to salute. 

8. There is in this city quite an organi- 
zation of Boy Scouts who wear nonde- 
script uniforms. from one closely resem- 
bling the R.O.T.C. uniform, except the 
roll collar, to one made up here and there 
with parts.

Major Gen. George Bell, jr., U.S.A, 
commanding the 6th Corps Area, ‘with 
headquarters at Chicago, Ill., announces 
some important instructions concerning 
the coming training season for units of the 


R.O.T.C. and C.M.T.C. in his command 
which will generally be followed in other 


corps areas. 

The following are extracts from General 
Bell’s instructions : 

During the os field training season there 
will be a necessity for some sixty cooks, thirty 
mess sergeants and thirty organization clerks 
within this corps area for duty at the summer 
camps of the R.O.T.C., C.M.T.C. and Organized 


rves. 
It will be impossible to supply any consider- 
able part of this personnel from organizations 
within the corps area without crippling these 
organizations severely. The Army School for 
Cooks and Bakers is designed only to take care 
of the normal needs of the service, and as every 
corps area within the United States will be con- 
fronted with the same demand, no help can be 
looked for in that direction. 

In order to supply this personnel for this 
corps area every ogpeleene which maintains 
& mess will be required to take under instruc- 
tion two student cooks. The men selected for 
this instruction should have previous cooking 
experience, and the instruction will be more 
along the lines of using the Army ration and 
in the p ration of large groups of men than 
in attempting to teach untrained men the entire 
art of cooking. If such men are not available 
within the organizations themselves, application 

made to the post recruiting officer, who 





will be 
many young ex-Service men, discharged , will enlist men with the necessary qualifications 





for the organization, and these men will be hey 
for instruction. 

Each organization will be charged with th 
training of one mess sergeant, who will be pre 
ferably a N.C.O. of the organization, although 
any re-enlisted ex-N.C.O. who has had the neeg. 
sary experience may be selected for this ig. 
struction. 

Each organization having a company clerk 
will select from its own organization, or maks 
application to the post recruiting officer for, 4 
man with clerical experience to act as assistan} 
company clerk in addition to becoming familigy 
with routine organization papers. e should 
take any post course in typewriting or clerieg) 
work that is afforded in the post schools, 

It will be expected that every organization 
will furnish one of its regular cooks and ong 
of its student cooks for duty at the training 
camps. While on such duty these men will re 
ceive extra pay from the appropriation for thegg 
camps. Upon the completion of these camps 
such of the student cooks as have demonstrated 
their efficiency will be absorbed as cooks in oy. 
ganizations within this corps area. 





M.T. CAMPS ASSOCIATION PLANS FoR 
SUMMER CAMPS. 


The Military Training Camps Associa. 
tion of the United States announces the 
receipt of a circular letter from the War 
Department relating to the plans for the 
training of all components of the Army 
during the coming summer. 


These plans are based upon the assump- 
tion that Congress will appropriate the 
amounts requested by the War Depart- 
ment, 

Each corps area commander will be ex. 
pected to train in summer camps, besides 
the National Guard, 2,000 Reserve off- 
cers, 1,000 Reserve enlisted men, 3,000 
citizens (C.M.T.C.), and members of the 
R.O.T.C. 


Plans contemplate assembling officers 
and men and Reserves for field training 
by division, and extracts from the plans 
follow: Each corps area commander will 
be authorized to call 100 officers into ac 
tive service for forty-five days from such 
Reserve officers, chiefly of company grades, 
as may be willing to serve, for duty as 
instructors in the citizen camps. The first 
fifteen days’ service of each of these will 
be with the unit of the Organized Re 
serves to which he is assigned: There his 
instructions should be concentrated upon 
those subjects in which he will be expected 
to instruct during the sixty days’ OM 
T.C. period. Obviously, this use of Re 
serve officers will be facilitated by caus 
ing the fifteen-day camp of the reserve 
division immediately to precede the citi- 
zen camp affiliated with that divisoin. 

The plans deal with the Red, White and 
Blue courses to be conducted in all corps 
areas, the age limit for students for the 
Red course being 17 to 25, and the age 
limit for the. White course 18 to 26, ex- 
cept that no man who successfully com- 
pleted the Red course in 1921 will be 
barred from the White course in 1922 on 
account of age. The age limit for the 
Blue course is 19 to 27. Applicants who 
have had prior military training in any 
one of the three components of the Army 
of the United States, especially veterans 
of the World War, may be accepted for 
any one of the three courses if not over 
35 years of age. 

The circular gives full details as to ob 
taining a definite quota of candidates 
the Reserve officers to be detailed as ir 
structors, the training of students, ete 
The camp sites and dates have still to bk 
determined. 

Lieutenant Colonel Cosby, in comment 
ing on the circular letter above referred 
to, says: 

“National headquarters is making 4 
careful study of the proposed plans aD 
has several important modifications which 
will be suggested the coming week. 
association has always felt that the Red 
course should be the basic course and 
fundamentals, which pertain to all com 


‘bat branches, be given there, rather than 


a separate camp for each combat service, 
as contemplated in the above plan. 
association further seriously questions the 
necessity for holding a Blue camp 
year. The White camp is necessary 
take care of those who were gradua 
from the Red course last year, and a Blue 
camp will be necessary next year to take 
care of the graduates of the White camp 
this year, but for this year a Blue camp 
seems not desirable. National headquar 
ters invites comments and suggestions 
from all interested.”

A., whose retirement from active service 
Dec. 22, 1921, we briefly noted in our is- 
sue of Dec. 31, had some interesting ex- 
periences in the World War and perform- 
ed valuable services. His decorations in- 
clude the D.S.M. and the Legion of Honor. 

Colonel Shaw, from January, 1918, until 
the Armistice, was in charge of hospitali- 
zation of Base Section No. 2 with A.E.F. 
headquarters at Bordeaux. Following the 
occupation of the Rhineland he was in 
charge of the commission which investi- 
gated food and sanitary conditions among 
the Germans of the occupied area. In 
January, 1920, he began a tour of duty 
with the League of Red Cross Societie¢ 
under the League of Nations, with head- 
quarters at Warsaw, Poland. During this 

period he was in Kiev with the Polish 
Say which had captured that city and 
accompanied that army when it fought its 
way through Budenny’s troops who had 
surrounded the city. 

On the first day of this retreat it was 
necessary to cross a river, the opposite 
bank of which was held by Bolshevik 
troops. The trestle was in flames. The 
Bolsheviks were dislodged after a sharp en- 
gagement, the trestle was repaired, and 
the retreat was continued. The following 
day the Poles were attacked in heavy num- 
bers, but were successful in driving off the 
Bolshevik cavalry after a hard fight. The 
morning of the third day the main body 
of Budenny’s cavalry was eluded by a few 
hours. 

During the Polish occupation of Vilna, 
Colonel Shaw made a survey of the sani- 
tary conditions in that city.. More re- 
cently, March to June, 1921, he was on 
duty in Saloniki, representing the Ameri- 
ean Red Cross. There he organized the 
relief work for the refugees from Asia 
Minor, which had been assembled by the 
Venizelos government with a view to re- 
patriation in Thrace and Macedonia. The 
fall of Venizelos left thousands of these in 
a helpless condition in the abandoned Brit- 
ish camps, where starvation and disease 
were claiming more than a thousand a 
week until the American Red Cross took 
charge, 





Col. Guy L. Edie, Med. Corps, U.S.A., 
was retired from active service Jan. 18, 
1922, om account of the age limit.

born in Virginia, June 8, 1858, and en- 
tered the Regular Army as an assistont 
surgeon Dee.

He accompanied the 
first troops that were sent to Alaska, his 
served in Texas, Nebraska, Utah, New 
York, Washington, San Francisco, Philip- 
pine ‘Islands, Ohio, ete. During the War 
with Spain he served as major and brigade 
surgeon of Volunteers, and the chief sur- 
geon, Department of the Pacific, 8th Army 
Corps, highly endorsed his services. Sur- 
geon General O’Reilly also endorsed Col- 
onel Edie as a very able administrative 
oficer who commands respect as a skilful 
surgeon and physician,

Obituaries 











Brig. Gen. Percival C. Pope, U.S.M.C., 
an officer with a distinguished record of 
service, died at his home at Milton, Mass., 
Jan. 23, in his 8lst year. He was born 
in the navy yard, Boston, Mass., Feb. 28, 
1841, the son of Commodore John Pope, 
U.S.N., and first entered the Navy as a 
captain’s clerk in 1861. In that office he 
served in the U.S.S. Richmond, taking part 
in the engagements at the passes of the 
Mississippi river in October, 1861. 

His first commission in the Marine Corps 
was as a second lieutenant, Nov. 23, 1861. 
Among his numerous duties General Pope 
served in the frigate Powhatan of the 
South Atlantic and West Indian squad- 
rons; was in the engagement with and 
capture of Forts Moultrie and Bee in Au- 
gust, 1863, with the monitor fleet, and 
was brevetted captain for gallant and mer- 
itorious service. After the Civil War he 
served at various Marine barracks and on 
sea duty in the West Indian, Pacific, Eu- 
ropean and Asiatic waters. 

While on duty with the Pacific Fleet in 
1870 he voluntarily took charge of a boat 
crew to board an Italian ship loaded with 
petroleum to put out a fire, the ship hav- 
ing been abandoned by her crew for fear 
of an explosion. For this act General 
Pope received the thanks of the Italian 
government. 

He was in command of the Marines 
serving with the Army at the railroad 
riots in California in 1894, receiving com- 
plimentary letters from Major General 
Ruger and Colonel Graham, U.S.A., and 
also from the Navy Department and the 
Commandant of the Marine Corps. He 
organized and commanded the first bat- 
talion of Marines for duty in the Philip- 
pines during the insurrection, and also 
served as military governor of Cavite and 
San Roque. 

While governor at Cavite, General Pope 
built and equipped the barracks and quar- 
ters at Cavite, established municipal 
courts, native police force and enforced 
sanitary measures among the natives. He 
had letters of commendation in large num- 
bers from superior officers for his efficient 
work at various places. General Pope 
was retired Feb. 28, 1905, on attaining 
the age of sixty-four years, with the rank 
of brigadier general. He performed eight 
years and two months’ sea service, four 
months’ foreign service ashore and thirty- 
four years and nine months of other duty. 


Brig. Gen. Asher C. Taylor, U.S.A., re- 
tired, died Jan. 20, 1922, at Letterman 
General Hospital, San Francisco, Calif. 
Hc was born in New York, Feb. 21, 1842, 
and was a veteran of the Civil, Indian 
and Spanish-American wars. General 
Taylor, during the Civil War, served as a 
corporal, sergeant and sergeant major of 
the 3d Wisconsin Volunteer Infantry, and 
as a first lieutenant of the 3d Wisconsin 
Veteran Infantry. 

He was engaged in the battles of Win- 
chester, Cedar Mountain, Antietam, Chan- 
cellorsville, being wounded in the latter 
battle, and was also in the battle of Get- 
tysburg and Falling Waters. He took 
part in General Sherman’s Atlanta, Ga., 
and Carolina campaigns, being engaged at 
the battles of Resaca, Dallas, Kenesaw 
Mountain, Peach Tree Creek, siege of At- 
lanta, siege of Savannah and battles of 
Averysboro and Bentonville. After the 
Civil War, General Taylor was appointed 
in the Regular Army as second lieutenant, 
15th Infantry, Oct. 16, 1867. 

In 1871 General Taylor, then a first 
lieutenant, was assigned to the 2d Artil- 
lery. He became a colonel in 1908 and 
was appointed a brigadier general Jan. 21, 
1904, and was retired next day at his own 
request. 








Col. Basil H. Dutcher, U.S.A., retired, 
formerly of the Medical Department, died 
Jan. 16, 1922, at Walter Reed General 
Hospital, D.C. His daughter, Miss Cath- 
arine Dutcher, Chevy Chase, Md., was 
present at time of death.

The Senate on Jan. 5 passed S. 2363, 
repealing the law which limits the length 
of foreign service tours in the Army. The 
Senate also passed S.J. Res. 125, which 
would continue the military status of 
persons deserting the military or naval 
service during the World War, and the 
amenability to trial of those persons who 
failed to comply with the terms of Sec. 5 
of the Selective Service law. 





Senator Hale has introduced a bill (S. 
2937), that Par. 8 of the section relating 
to medals of honor, distinguished service 
crosses, and distinguished service medals, 
contained in the Army Appropriation act 
of July 9, 1918, be revived and continued 
fcr six months after passage of this act. 





Corpl. Otis C. West, Q.M.C., is believed 
to be the oldest man on active duty in the 
Army to-day, he being in his seventy-sec- 
end year. Corporal West has had twenty- 
one years’ continuous service in the Army, 
mcst of which has been spent in the 26th 
Infantry. His service includes duty in 
Vhilippine campaigns. He has been in the 
Quartermaster Corps since 1913. He first 
velunteered for service in the Spanish- 
American War, with Co. C, 3d Nebraska 
Volunteer Inf. On his mother’s side he 
is a direct descendant of one of the Pil- 
grim families that came over in the May- 
flower. On his father’s side, he numbers 
among his ancestors, Benjamin West, the 
American historical painter. 





Clarence Hibbard, the minstrel enter- 
tainer, who formerly served with 7th Co., 
C.A.C., U.S.A., expects to re-enlist shortly 
in the Service. 





The U.S. Army transport St. Mihiel 
ha: won the efficiency flag authorized by 
the War Department for the transport 
showing the greatest efficiency on the At- 
lantic and Pacific during the past six 
months.

The board of Army officers, of which 
Col. Farrand Sayre, Cav., U.S.A., is 
president appointed to make recommen- 
dations as to the future of Camp Devens, 
Mess., has tentatively decided upon the 


abandonment or salvaging of only a 
few of the buildings. The recommen- 
dation of the board contemplates the 


presence at Camp Devens during coming 
summers of approximately 20,000 at one 
time. This number includes the training 
in camp of the Citizens’ Military Train- 
ing Camp, the training center demonstra- 
tion troops for all units, details of the Na- 
ticnal Guard and Organized Reserves, and 
any other bodies that may be ordered to 
Camp -Devens. 





A large number of clergymen and rabbis 
have recently applied through the Chief of 
Chaplains, U.S.A., for commissions in the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps, and the great in- 
crease of applicants of all religious affilia- 
tions shows an awakened interest in the 
plans of the War Department relating to 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps, and the defi- 
nite work and duties assigned the officers 
in the various departments of that branch 
of the Army. 





Experiments in the development of 
equipment used by Engineer troops have 
been carried out solely at the Engineer 
Depot, Schenectady, N.Y., during the past 
year. With the exception of the search- 
light, plans have now been completed for 
the transfer of all projects to Camp Hum- 
phreys, Va. Due to the lack of person- 
nel and equipment at the camp, this 
transfer has been impossible heretofore. 


A memorandum has been sent to The 
Adjutant General directing that the Chief 
of Finance and the commandant of the 
General Service Schools at Fort Leaven- 
worth be advised that not more than one 
officer be selected from the Finance De- 
pertment to be detailed as a_ student, 
School of the Line, to attend the 1922- 
1923 course of instruction.

MAJOR GEN. HARRIES AT ST. LOUIS. 


Major Gen. George H. Harries, Na- 
tional Commander of the Military Order 
of the World War, was the guest of the 
St. Louis chapter of the order on Jan. 17, 
and delivered an address in which he said 
that we are planning national economies 
in everything except the lives of the sol- 
diers who are to fight our future wars. 

Neither limitation of armaments nor dis- 
armament, General Harries declared, will 
prevent war at the present stage of civil- 
ization. 

“We are at the present time,” he said, 
planning national, international and ra- 
tiopal economies, presuming, if these are 
te accomplish much, at least a few years 
of freedom from conflict. But there is a 
great deal of misunderstanding as to these 
economies. 

“By a great many of our people limita- 
tion of armament is thoughtlessly re- 
garded as disarmament. There are de- 
mands for actual disarmament which are 
being felt in Congress so strongly that the 
Army is being reduced until we no longer 
have even an adequate police force. 

“Instead of the costs of war we should 
be thinking about the costs of unprepared- 
ness.” 

General Harries told of the aims and 
purposes of the Military Order of the 
World War, which was organized in De- 
ticit in September, 1920, and took over 
the functions of a similar organization al- 
ready in existence, the officers of the 
World War. To promote the welfare of dis- 
abled officers and men and to promote pre- 
paredness, he said, were its principal aims, 
although it has many others that should 
further the best interests of the country. 

Col. Hunter B. Nelson, U.S.A., com- 
manding officer at Jefferson Barracks, de- 
livered a short address before General 
Harries was introduced. He urged the 
ce-operation of private citizens and re- 
serve officers with the Army, since it is 
through this means alone that the country 
car prepare to defend itself against new 
enemies.

SERVICE DECISIONS OF THE 
COMPTROLLER GENERAL. 


George Garlick, private, Ord. Dept., ap- 
plied for revision of the action of the 
Auditor, War Department, in disallowing 
his claim for travel pay from Nogales, 
Ariz., place of his discharge, to Carlisle, 
Pa., his alleged bona fide home or resi- 
dence, less travel pay received by him on 
his discharge from Nogales to Schofield 
Barracks, T.H., the place of his enlist- 
ment. The Comptroller General decides 
that no general rule can be established 
for determining whether a place is a 
scldier’s actual bona fide home or resi- 
dence, and each case must be determined 
on the facts peculiar thereto. It is rea- 
souebly clear, however, he says, that at 
the time of his discharge Carlisle was 
vot the claimant’s actual bona fide home 
as distinguished from his legal residence, 
within the meaning of the travel-pay law. 
He had been absent therefrom since 1899, 
liad married and his wife was li with 
him at Nogales, where he own per- 
sonal property constituting, at least, his 
hevsehold equipment. Upon review of the 
matter no differences are found and the 
settlement is sustained. 





An Army officer traveling under orders 
from his station to a hospital and return 
for medical treatment is not entitled to 
mileage, but to transportation in kind, 
according to the Comptroller - General. 
Where, however, after an officer enters a 
hospital, the regiment to which he was as- 
signed sails for foreign duty, and there- 
fore, when he leaves the hospital instead 
vt going to his old station he is ordered 
to another station not that of the regi- 
ment to which he was formerly ass . 
ke is entitled to mileage for the distance 
from the hospital to his new station. 


An officer of the Alabama National 
Guard drafted into the Service Aug. 5, 
1917, like all other National Guard offi- 
cers so drafted, received longevity increase 
for state militia service and subsequently 
to April 16, 1918, he received commuta- 
tion of quarters, heat and light for his de- 
pendents. He has since presented a claim 
for similar credits for the period June 16, 








1916, to Aug. 5, 1917, while in the 

of the U.S. under the call of the President 
of June 18, 1916, as a captain and major 
of Alabama Infantry in camp in Alabama 
and on the Mexican border. The Comp- 
troller General says: 

“Tt was not until the passage of the act 
of April 16, 1918, that officers permanently 
on duty in the field were entitled to com- 
mutation of quarters, heat and light, and, 
by the terms of this statute, they were not 
so entitled in their own right, but only by 
reason of having dependents. ‘The claim- 
ant has probably been misled as to his 
rights as to both items, As has been 
shown, neither the statutes nor the de- 
cision [allowing longevity under the draft} 
were applicable to officers of the 
Militia in Federal service under the call of 
the President of June 18, 1916.” 





In the case of an enlisted man of the 
Navy who, for his own conve was 
placed on furlough without pay for the 
remainder of his enlistment and without 
being recalled to active duty was honor- 
ably discharged at termination thereof, the 
Comptroller General decides he was not 
entitled to travel allowance.

When a vacancy occurs in one of the com- 
missioned grades, it is the desire of Headquar- 
ters to advance the officer entitled to promotion 
through the occurring of this vacancy as 
promptly as possible. Not only is prompt pro- 
motion upon the occurrence of a vacancy very 
much in the interest of the officer concerned, 
but it is also in the interest of good administra. 
tion. In most cases officers are required to pass 
successfully an examination for promotion be- 
fore they may be promoted. If an unexpected 
vacancy occurs and the officer eligible to fill it 
by seniority has not been examined for promo- 
tion, considerable delay is apt to ensue and 
various complieations may arise. It is, there- 
fore, the policy of Headquarters to have officers 
examined who are so situated on the list that 
their promotions on account of retirements for 
age may be expected within a seasonable time, 
and, in addition, officers so situated on the list 
that promotion would be effected by the oceur- 
rence of one or two unexpected vacancies which 
might be brought about by causes other than 
retirement for age. 

Headquarters feels that an officer at all times, 
and particularly when he finds himself in the 
upper numbers of aad ony should keep him- 
self sufficiently prepa: so that he may be en- 
tirely ready for examination for promotion upon 
comparatively short notice. It is the desire of 
Headquarters to give officers notice of examina- 
tions for promotion as far in advance as is prac- 
ticable and reasonable. Sometimes, on account 
of various exigencies, officers cannot be so noti- 
fied very far in advance of the date set for their 
examinations. Officers should bear these con- 
ditions in mind and be governed accordingly.

When a vacancy occurs in one of the com- 
missioned grades, it is the desire of Headquar. 
ters to advance the officer entitled to promotion 
through the oceurring of this vacancy as 
promptly as possible. Not only is prompt pro- 
motion upon the occurrence of a vacancy very 
much in the interest of the officer concerned, 
but it is also in the interest of good administra. 
tion. In most cases officers are required to pass 
successfully an examination for promotion be 
fore they may be promoted. If an unexpected 
vacancy occurs and the officer eligible to fill it 
by seniority has not been examined for promo- 
tion, considerable delay is apt to ensue and 
various complitations may arise. It is, there 
fore, the policy of Headquarters to have officers 
examined who are so situated on the list that 
their promotions on account of retirements for 
age may be expected within a seasonable time, 
and, in addition, officers so situated on the list 
that promotion would be effected by the occur- 
rence of one or two unexpected vacancies which 
might be brought about by causes other than 
retirement for age. 

Headquarters feels that an officer at all times, 
and particularly when he finds himself in the 
upper numbers of his 1 pony should keep him- 
self sufficiently prepared so that he may be en- 
tirely ready for examination for promotion upon 
comparatively short notice. It is the desire of 
Headquarters to give officers notice of examina- 
tions for promotion as far in advance as is prac- 
ticable and reasonable. Sometimes, on account 
of various exigencies, officers cannot be so noti- 
fied very far in advance of the date set for their 
examinations. Officers should bear these con- 
ditions in mind and be governed accordingly.

If he did not use the bayonet against an 
enemy who could cry “Kamerad,” he faced 
without a flinch the shell that knows no 
appeal, while the machine guns and gas 
contested his mission. 


Now Relegated to Rear. 


But now that war is over and the major 
task is dome he has been relegated to the 
rear.

us inquire with what offense the 
Signal Corps is charged. The big out- 
standing crime appears to be that signal 

were peremptorily withddrawn 
here and there without consulting the in- 
terests of the nizations from which 
taken. I believe the Signal Corps deplores 
this unfortunate necessity made impera- 
tive by promotion and schooling. If it 
was an error, it was of the mind, not of 
the heart, and was made in the interest of 
the whole. 

Let us look at the practical side. At 
the - of the war the Infantry ta- 
bles organization called for a second 
lieutenant of Infantry as regimental sig- 
nal officer. The Signal Corps was to run 
lines forward to the regiment ; Infan- 
try to carry them beyond. This was 
changed later, and the Signal Corps event- 
ually took charge to the extreme front. 
But in the original plan note this inher- 
ent weakness. If a suitable man was 
found capable of making a success of the 
job he was condemned by his efficiency to 
remain a second lieutenant indefinitely, 
while his companions advanced in the nor- 
mal channel (this was a real grievance 
both in the Infantry and Artillery among 
these officers during the war; individual 
eases are known to the writer). 

For this reason capable men fought shy 
of these special assignments, and it wound 
up in the Infantry by mediocre men being 
assigned. Mediocrity and modern techni- 
eal liaison are incompatible, however. 


Officers Often Inexperienced. 


In the division to which I was assigned 
during the war the men selected by the 
Infantry for these jobs lacked the least 
qualification or inclination for this kind 
of work, and later, in action, they ob- 
structed rather than helped. But suppos- 
ing a man is and does succeed. 
If you reward his efforts by promotion 
you elevate him out of proportion to his 
authorized rank and a new inexperienced 
man takes his place. 

The same inherent weakness applies to- 
day to the present oa of the Infanty 
brigade signal organization; lack of op- 
portunity to advance along congenial lines 
and lack of trained men to fill the gaps 
made necessary by promotion. 

Suppose it is granted that all Infantry 
officers in your Regular Establishment be- 
come efficient signal men. Yet, in time 
of stress these officers hold high commands 
and your emergency Infantry officers come 
in untrained in communications, or, at 
best, with a superficial a. 

Is not the burden ‘of the Infantry offi- 
cer to-day extensive enough? He must 
know the technique of the rifle, automatic 
pistol, shot gun, grenade, one-pounder, 
trench mortar, tank, and the tactics, strat- 
egy and organization ay these 
arms; besides sanitation, close er drill 
and field practice. Why burden him fur- 
ther with the technique of wire telephone 
practice, radio principle (telegraph and 
telephone), damped and undamped sets, 
loop sets, storage batteries, listening sets, 
ground telegraphy, projectors, all of which 
are in the advance. These are of the 
present. By the next war they will have 
been supplanted by the novelties of to-day, 
as wir wireless (multi-messages over 
one circuit), wire photography, radio pho- 
tography and other projects. Imagine a 
photograph of an enemy position wired or 
radioed back from an advanced battalion. 
These are the problems of to-morrow. 
Even the Signal Corps stands aghast at 
the rapid strides of the inventor. 

The writer has the highest conception 
of the mission of the “doughboy,” but why 
overburden him with technique foreign to 
his traditions? The traditional instru- 
ment of the Infantry is the rifle and its 
associate arms. Let your “doughboy” feel 
that the “bayonet will win the war”; let. 
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the signal man believe that on himself de- 
velves the major task; let the Artillery 
and the Air Service feel the same for their 
respective arms. Then you have a com- 
bined enthusiasm which argues 

the whole, and which under the co-ordi- 
nating influence of the General Staff will 
accomplish much. 

Constructive criticism of the present 
practice is to organize an Infantry brigade 
signal battalion, an administrative unit, 
with a small company for brigade head- 
quarters; a small company for regimental 
headquarters; a large outpost company 
with three platoons for the three Infantry 
battalions. Have the signal battalion re- 
— direct to your brigade commander. 

hen promotion of schooling leaves the 
Infantry with a flexible organization to 
rearrange his personnel. I invite discus- 
sion. 

‘Why train during peace times along 
lines which lack a ring of soundness? 
Why leave to an aggressive enemy a chance 
to steal a march as the German did in 
liaison in this war? To technical liaison 
alone is the credit for the vast and auda- 
cious conception of the German who held 
a front swinging from Belgium in a circle 
to the Baltic.

Ericsson and the Propeller 


(Continued from page 509.) 


After they were settled Ericsson invited 
the Lords of the Admiralty to inspect his 
tugboat on the Thames river with the idea 
of getting them to adopt the propeller in 
the navy. He called for them at Somerset 
House, the navy headquarters, where the 
tug was lashed to the royal barge. On 
board the latter were Sir Charles Adams, 
First Lord of the Royal Nevy; Sir Wil- 
liam Symonds, surveyor; Capt. Beauford, 
chief hydrographer; Sir William Edward 
Parry, comptroller of steam machinery, 
and a number of other men of naval and 
scientific distinction. He took them up 
the river, steering past vessels and passing 
under the Southwark and London bridges, 
and returned to the starting point. 

He had placed on the center table in the 

the plans of the vessel and its ma- 
chinery for the inspection of the guests, 
but to his surprise none of the party 
seemed to take the slightest interest in the 
demonstration or to give more than per- 
functory attention to his plans or his de- 
scription of them. They thanked him for 
the trouble he had taken to show them 
his “interesting experiment,” but with a 
shrug of the shoulders they intimated that 
he was wasting his time and money, for 
it was “impossible for his boat to steer as 
the power was in stern!” 

In 1837, Robert F. Stockton, lieutenant, 
U.S.N., retired, a resident of Princeton, 
N.J., visited England to raise money for 
the Delaware and Raritan Canal in New 
Jersey. He called on Ogden, who was 
also from New Jersey, and Ogden intro- 
duced him to Ericsson as a man who 
might be of value to him in designing ma- 
chinery and vessels, not only for his canal, 
but for the United States Navy. 

Eriesson invited Stockton to take a trip 
up the Thames on the tug “Francis B. Og- 
den” and disclosed to him his ideas as to 
a new type of battleship, to be built of 
iron instead of wood and to be driven by 
steam instead of the wind. He then point- 
ed out to Stockton all the advantages of 
having a screw propeller on a battleship. 

Stockton at once appreciated the merits 
of Ericsson’s ideas. He became so im- 
pressed with what he saw that he gave 
Eriesson an order for a tugboat of iron, 
seventy feet long, ten feet beam, three 
feet draft, and a fifty-horsepower engine, 
with a screw propeller wheel directly con- 
nected to the engine. 

Stockton told Ericsson he would try to 
have the United States Government au- 
thorize the building of a steam screw- 
propelled warship and have Ericsson de- 
sign it. He pictured fame and fortune in 
store for him as the designer of a new 
type of war vessel which would place the 
U.S. Navy at the forefront of the navies 
of the world. 

Stockton returned to America, re-en- 
tered the Navy, was promoted to the rank 
of captain and ordered to the Mediterra- 
nean on the U.S.8. Commodore Hull. He 
also was made bearer of dispatches to the 
Court of St. James, which gave him an 
opportunity to get back to England in 
time to see his vessel, the “Robert F. 
Stockton,” launched. 

On March 3, 1839, Congress passed a 
bill authorizing the building of three frig- 
ates for the Navy. There were no steam 
vessels in the Navy then, the naval offi- 
cers opposing them for reasons previously 
given. Stockton assured Ericsson. how- 
ever, that he would secure the order for 
one of them, and that he would have 
Ericsson design it according to the plans 
they had discussed. 

On the strength of this assurance Erics- 
son built a working model of the engine 
and screw propeller; also a 12-inch gun 
of wrought iron, with wrought iron bands 
shrunk on, which was the precursor of 
modern ordnance. He resigned his posi- 
tion on the railroad and sailed with these 
for New York on the “Great West- 
ern,” the pioneer side-wheel transatlantic 
steamship.

A WORD FROM OSCAR. 

Replying to your recent favor, and ac 
knowledging receipt of the collection of 
menus from wie different Army and Navy 
organizations which you have asked me tg 
look over and give my opinion as to the 
best three menus for the Army and for the 
Navy, would say that I have found these 
menus most interesting, and in order to 
judge impartially such a large collection 
I have had to make up for my own guid. 
ance a set of rules which I have applied ig 
the case of each one of these menus while 
going over them carefully: 

1. In looking over the menus I have 
favored those that above all represented 
the time of festivities for which they were 
especially prepared; that is, I required 
that they indicate in their make-up these 
particular Christmas festivities, and that 
they feature such dishes, or courses, that 
are typically American. 

2. I have given particular credit to the 
menus on which all dishes were in season, 
or as nearly seasonable as the circum. 
stances would permit. 

3. I have paid special attention to the 
composition of these menus and given due 
credit to those in which there was no repe- 
tition of dishes, and the least repetition of 
ways of preparing dishes on the same 
menu. 

4. Brevity of menus, I have given pref. 
erence to a well chosen menu, embodying 
ail the qualities that I have just men. 
tioned; not overloaded with dishes, but 
substantial and containing all the essen- 
tials of a properly selected Christmas 
menu. 

I have indicated on these menus, by fig- 
ures, those which I judged should receive 
the first, second and third prizes, respec. 
tively. Naturally, some of these menus 
have to be better than the others, but I 
wish to add a word of praise for the com- 
missaries that made them up as the stand- 
ard of quality and selection in all the 
menus is very high.

OPINIONS ON ARMY MATTERS 
BY JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL 


Service as a field clerk should be rated 
the same as that of an enlisted man under 
the law requiring two years ’service in the 
Army for eligibility to take the examila- 
tion for second lieutenant, according to 
the opinion of the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral. The Judge Advocate General in a 
previous opinion declared that field clerks 
are officers of the Army but not commis 
sioned officers. He is of the opinion that 
although they are not enlisted men, their 
peculiar status does not exclude them from 
taking the examination for commission as 
authorized by law for enlisted men. It is 
also held by the Judge Advocate General 
that the service of an enlisted man as 4 
commissioned officer may be counted for 
the purpose of making up the required 
two years. 





“Prepared annually,” in Sec. 4 of the 
amended National Defense act, is col 
strued by the Judge Advocate General as 
meaning that a board must be appointed 
every year to select a new list of colonels 
who are eligible under the National De 
fense act to be appointed brigadier gen- 
eral. The Secretary of War is authori 
te decide whether the list should be pre 
pared every fiscal year or every calendar 
year. In commenting upon these pre 
visions of the law, the Judge Advocate 
General declared that it was the evident 
ir:tent of Congress that the Secretary of 
War should have the advice of a board of 
general officers from time to time in select 
ing colonels for promotion. This, he 
thinks, Congress intends to be given by 
the preparation of a'‘new list every year: 





Native Filipinos who have not declared 
their intentions to become citizens of the 
United States are not eligible to enlist 
the Regular Army, according to an extet 
sive opinion given by the Judge Advocate 
General. A Filipino may, however, 
list in the Philippine Scouts, and after 
wards in the Regular Army. 
deal of the legislation bearing on 
subject is of a conflicting nature and the 
legal authorities do not appear to agree 
in every respect. However, out of a maz 
of opinions and a mass of legislation, the 
Judge Advocate General reaches this com 
clusion.
